1. Notice of the meeting, was read by the Secretary, J.C. Fairthorne. 

2. President J.V. Lawer called the meeting to order. He extended a warm welcome to 
all present and offered a short prayer before proceeding.

6. Moved by T.V. Hannan, seconded by M.F. Todd and carried that the agenda be 
approved as presented. 

7. Moved by A.B. Loopstra, seconded by A.D. Nichols and carried that the agenda be 
varied at the discretion of the Chairman. 

8. Moved by M.F. Todd, seconded by A.B. Loopstra and carried that the minutes of the 
Directors meeting held April 14, 2007 at Hamilton, Ontario, be approved as 
presented 

Business Arising From the Minutes 

D.R. Thornton advised that as directed at the meeting of April 14, 2007, concerning 
the establishing of term appointments for Directors and Officers of the Scottish Rite 
Charitable Foundation, that he was pleased to present a draft proposal addressing 
the issue. Copies of the draft proposal, Establishing Term Appointments for 
Directors and Officers, were distributed to the Directors. After some discussion of the 
merits and possible amendments to the draft the following Notice of Motion was 
presented: 

“I, D.R. Thornton, will move or cause to be moved at the next meeting of the S.R.C.F 
Directors that the By-Laws of the S.R.C.F. be amended to facilitate and define a 
three (3) year term of office for Directors and further that the Board consist of 
thirteen (13) Directors including the S.G.C. and the L.G.C. during their term of 
office”. 

Copies of the proposed amendments to the By-Laws to be distributed to the 
Directors prior to the meeting scheduled for 9:00 A.M. Saturday November 10, 2007, 
at the Scottish Rite Club, Hamilton Ontario. 

9. Presentation of the Treasurer’s Report & Investment Committee Report - A.D. 
Nichols, H.E. Standish and J.V. Lawer. 

The Treasurer, A.D. Nichols presented a detailed report of the financial position of 
the Foundation at May 31, 2007. Copies of the report, highlighting the areas of 
significance were distributed to the Directors, as well as the Report of the Audit 
Committee, for the year ended May 31,2007 from Grant Thornton. 

- The investment portfolio grew to $13.4 million, an increase of $500,000 in the 
past year. 

- The overall rate of return on the investment portfolio was 12.5%, compared to 
the 1996 return of 7.9% 

- A substantial increase in charitable receipts for the foundation were issued in 
the past year. 

- J.V. Lawer expressed concern at the reported 11.4% administrative fees. 

A.D. Nichols explained that this “blip” in fees for the past year could be attributed to 
increased printing costs, new blue envelopes, and for added legal fees. 
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Moved by A.D. Nichols, seconded by A.B. Loopstra and carried that the Financial 
Statements for the period ending May 31,2007 be accepted. 

The Treasurer presented the Budget of Operations for the year ended May 31,2008, 
with projections for five years through fiscal year 2013. Copies of Budget distributed 
at the meeting. 

A.D. Nichols reviewed the proposed 2008 projections with the Directors. 

- He expressed some concern that we were not distributing 80% of the 
Learning Centre charitable donations being received. He will be reviewing this 
matter. 

- A suggestion was raised that we consider increasing our major research 
grants. The Treasurer advised that this matter be reviewed with caution. 

Moved by A.D. Nichols, seconded by A.B. Loopstra and carried that the budget be 
accepted as presented. 

H.E. Standish presented the Report of the Investments Committee, dated 
September 11,2007. Copies of the report were distributed to the Directors. 

Moved by A.D. Nichols, seconded by C.R. Townshend and carried that the report of 
the Investment Committee be approved. 

10. President’s Report-J.V. Lawer. 

J.V. Lawer read transcripts of his report to the Directors. He stated the report would 
be available for distribution at the Friday Foundation Luncheon. At that time the 
annual Foundation Award Winners will be announced. 

Moved by J.C. Fairthorne, seconded by M.F. Todd and carried that the President’s 
Report be accepted as presented. 

11. Committee Reports 

a) Grants and Awards Committee - D.R. Thornton. 

A copy of the Annual Grants and Awards Committee Report was distributed to all 
Directors. 

D.R. Thornton stated that he was pleased that the Deputies were making use of 
the Provincial Charitable Donations of $2,000 that have been made available. 

The estimated funding for the 2007-2008, Grants, Awards and Provincial Projects 
is $511,877. Four new Major Research Grants are included in these estimates. 

Moved by D.R. Thornton, seconded by C.R. Townshend and carried that the 
report of the Grants and Awards Committee be accepted. 
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Following the acceptance of the report discussion ensued on the possibility of 
enhancing our Major Research Grants. 

Moved by A.B. Loopstra, seconded by C.R. Townshend and carried that the 
Grants and Awards Committee, in consultation with the Treasurer, prepare a 
report to the Directors at the April 11, 2008 meeting, with recommendations 
regarding increases to our Grants and Awards Program. 

b) Communications - A.B. Loopstra 

A copy of the report from the Chairman of the Communications Committee was 
presented to the Secretary. 

- There has been an increase in the use of credit cards to donate to the 
Foundation - 115 donors in the past year donated $7,301.50. 

- The “Blue Envelope” has been reprinted as required by Canada Post. 

- Suggests our printed material, with reference to the use of financial gifts, be 
reviewed to embrace the slogan “Solving Puzzles of the Mind”, which would 
include our research programmes as well as our Learning Centres. 

Moved by A.B. Loopstra, seconded by M.F. Todd and carried that the 
Communication Report be accepted. 

c) Valley Representatives - M. Ward. 

The report was presented by M. Ward for R.E. Barr who was unable to attend. 

- Acknowledgment was made of the fact the Foundation investment portfolio 
had reached $15 million. He expressed thanks to the Valley Representatives 
for their continued assistance in this regard. 

- He reiterated the importance of having a master list of Valley Representatives 
provided and that all Valley Representatives be provided with the Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation Annual Report. 

M. Ward also provided a report on the continuing development of the Valley of 
Vancouver Learning Centre scheduled for opening, September 2008. 

Moved by M. Ward, seconded by T.V. Hannan and carried that the Valley 
Representatives report be accepted. 

d) Learning Centres - R.L. Waddell. 

R.L. Waddell provided a report on behalf of the Liaison Committee: 

- Stressed the importance that a strong central program be maintained and that 
adherence to the “Hand-Book” and the Orton-Gillingham method of tutoring is 
followed. 

- Suggested providing extra staffing in the office, when necessary, to assist 
with increased paperwork. 
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- Provide better communication to Valley Representatives to assist in informing 
members on the proper way to direct funds to the Foundation. 

- Future Learning Centres be instructed to use computer packages that are 
compatible with what is in use in the Hamilton office to provide for easier 
communication by the Foundation Treasurer and all Learning Centres. 

- The Executive Director has advised that the Valleys of Vancouver and 
Moncton have met the necessary requirements, as spelled out in the Hand 
Book, and are requesting status as Learning Centres in formation.

I am pleased to present the Annual Financial Statements and the Auditor’s report for the 
year ended May 31, 2007, which will be published in the Annual Proceedings of this 
Session and can be found in the “ Preliminary Proceedings.” The Financial Statements 
constitute both a general and detailed report of all revenues and expenses during the year 
pursuant to Article .28 [c] of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council. 

The audited financial statements for Supreme Council for the year ended May 31, 2007, 
were reviewed and discussed in detail with our auditors Grant Thornton L.L.P., Chartered 
Accountants at a recent Finance meeting. For the year ended May 31,2007, your Supreme 
Council experienced an excess of revenue over expenses in the amount of $47,388 as 
compared to an excess of expenses over revenue in the amount of $11,827 for fiscal 2006. 

The statements of operations and the related schedules of expenses, which can be found 
in the “ Preliminary Proceedings “ present the results of operations for the year ended May 
31,2007 together with the comparative figures for the year ended May 31,2006. 

Investments 

Our investment portfolios have continued to perform well over the past year. Our 
investment portfolios are in the care of R.B.C. Dominion Securities and I would recommend 
that they continue to be engaged for the ensuing year. The net value of the assets of the 
Supreme Council as at May 31, 2007 consisting of cash on deposit and cash equivalents, 
investments at cost together with amounts receivable, inventory and prepaid items, less 
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liabilities for accounts payable and fees paid in advance totaled $1,540,659 which 
represents a increase of $47,388 from the balance at May 31,2006. 

Our investment income aggregated $58,816 for the year ended May 31,2007 as compared 
to $54,322 in the prior year. The net gain on the disposal of investments amounted to 
$50,442 as compared to net realized gains on the sale of investments in the prior year of 
$6,926. Your Trustees and investment advisors continue to work within the guidelines of 
the Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby the portfolios are managed within a 
maximum of 65% / 35% split of fixed income to equity. The details of the investment 
portfolios can be found in the audited financial statements and in the Report of the 
Trustees. 

In accordance with Art.28 [d] of the Statutes and Regulations, your Grand Treasurer- 
General has submitted a draft annual budget plan for the ensuing two fiscal years i.e. May 
31, 2008 and May 31, 2009. These proposed budgets have been submitted to the 
Chairman of Audit and Finance and his committee for review and will be addressed in detail 
in due course and submitted for approval. 

Actions During The Year 


In addition to the duties and responsibilities of the Grand Treasurer-General as outlined in 
the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your Grand Treasurer-General and the 
Grand Secretary-General are in regular communication throughout the year with our 
representative at R.B.C. Dominion Securities to review the investment portfolio and its 
performance. I am satisfied and entirely comfortable with the performance of R.B.C. 
Dominion Securities as is the Audit and Finance Committee. 

Your Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General and the Chief Operating 
Officer (Executive Secretary) have met on a regular basis to review various matters in 
connection with the financial affairs of Supreme Council. As indicated above, we have also 
met with our Auditors, Grant Thornton, Chartered Accountants to review their report and 
the year- end audited financial statements. A special thanks to our auditors Grant Thornton, 
Chartered Accountants, L.L.P. and in particular, Mr. E. McDade, CA for their overall 
assistance and interest during the year. 

Candidates’ Capital Fund 


Once again, I am pleased to report that as a result of your confirmation to establish a 
Candidates’ Capital Fund, this new fund, as outlined in the audited financial statements 
received the initial seed money of $15,000 together with the contribution from the 
candidates over the past few years. The investment portfolio for these funds now 
aggregates $38,709 [investments of $ 37,680 plus cash equivalents of $1,029] at cost and 
has a market value of $52,898, [investments of $51,869 plus cash equivalents of $ 1,029] 
as at May 31,2007. 

This fund will increase with the contributions from this year’s class by approximately 
$7,050. From here on in, the joining fee as outlined in the Statutes and Regulations of 
Supreme Council of every new Honorary Inspector-General will include an amount of $150 
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or such amount as determined by Supreme Council from time to time. This amount will be 
invested in this Special Candidates’ Capital Fund. 

It is suggested that when the fund becomes a meaningful amount, annually Supreme 
Council would withdraw, say eighty-five [85%] percent of the income earned by the fund to 
assist with the financial operations of Supreme Council. The capital would remain intact. 
Accordingly, each year the fund would increase by the fifteen [15%] of the investment 
income retained in the fund, as well as the contributions made by the fees paid by the new 
Honorary Inspectors-General. 

This recommendation, now implemented will provide an annual renewable source of capital 
in the future. 

Per Capita Assessment 

I would remind the brethren that the per capita assessment established by Supreme 
Council a number of years ago, suggested that we adjust the per capita as shown below: 

2008 - $4.00 

2009 - $4.50 

2010 - $4.50 

Accordingly, as Grand Treasurer-General, I would endorse this adjustment. 

Conclusion 


In closing, I wish to record a word of appreciation to all the Supreme Council staff for their 
loyal support. And to all the Supreme Council brethren who have conscientiously applied 
fiduciary accountability in helping Supreme Council keep expenditures to budget. 

Again, a special word of thanks to: III. Bros. C. Robert Townshend 33 9 , Sovereign Grand 
Commander; Matthew F. Todd 33 Q , Lieutenant Grand Commander; Donald N. Campbell 
33 9 , Grand Secretary-General; and Terry A. McLean 33 9 , Chief Operating Officer, 
(Executive Secretary); and the office staff at Supreme Council for all their assistance during 
the past year to the Grand Treasurer-General.

REPORT OF 

THE COMMITTEE ON RITUAL 

To the Supreme Council 33° of the Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

This is my annual report as Chairman of your Committee on Ritual. 

I) Varia 

• Open and/or joint installations and Maundy Thursday and Easter ceremonies. 

As mentioned in my report of last year, during the last years, your Committee received 
various requests from a number of Valleys and these were mainly about open and/or joint 
installations and Maundy Thursday and Easter Ceremonies. Your Committee has not yet 
completed the in-depth revision leading to a final approval in each case. It will endeavour to 
do so in the coming year. 

• First Three Degrees of Scottish Rite 

In Montreal, the Condorcet Working Group of La Loge Jean. T. Desaguliers No. 138, 
pursues the exemplification work of its own version of the first three degrees in French of 
modern European Ancient & Accepted Scottish Rite rituals. The Grand Lodge of Quebec 
seems to be hesitating still and has not yet taken any clear decision on this matter. It is not 
known at this point when a meaningful ruling is to be rendered on this experiment and the 
possibilities it opens. We shall continue to await developments in this regard. 

• Advice Requested 

Your Committee has been asked to consider the possibility of allowing the presence of 
members who have not attained the degree worked, within a degree team. After 
consultation among its members, this Committee ruled it was not permissible. 

II) On-Going Revision of Rituals 

• Pursuant to the interim approval given last year to the Valley of Winnipeg to use a 
revision of the 5 Q that would allow the use of an ark and urn instead of a coffin, this 
degree was revised so as to include such an alternative, and it was slightly updated 
and polished at the same occasion. Special thanks go to III. Bro. Donald R. 
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Thornton, 33 Q and a member of your Committee, who has produced very sharp floor 
plans and reproductions of the proposed ark and urn, which have been added to 
ritual itself. The French version has been adjusted with corresponding changes. 
Accordingly, I file with this report new versions of the 5 Q in English and French, both 
in hard and electronic copies, and they are hereby recommended for approval. 

• Some Valleys having complained that hard copies of the 15 Q and 32 9 , as modified in 
2005, had not yet been made available through the Office of the Grand Secretary- 
General, I took this occasion to incorporate therein the amendments adopted last 
year for all rituals, and I supplied new updated 2007 versions to the Office of the 
Grand Secretary-General last February. I understand that copies of these have been 
made available already. 

• As mentioned last year in my report, another of this Committee’s present objectives 
is to revise the 14 s . We have already received comments and preliminary 
suggestions that we will likely incorporate therein. The text of the French version is 
nearly complete, and this task should be over soon, including the inclusion of the 
2006 amendments. 

• Albeit on the back burner still, some further work is cut out for this Committee. Some 
interesting suggestions by III. Bro. R. Grant for changes to the 21 s , the 23 s , 24 s , and 
25 s are to be considered for incorporation in those degrees. 

Ill) Translation of the Statutes and Regulations 

A major priority for the Valleys of Montreal and Quebec was the translation of the Statutes 
and Regulations, including a complete set of available forms. The two first phases of this 
lengthy project have now been completed over the last three years. The translation is now 
complete. Thanks to III. Bro. Dr. Jacques G. Rueiland, 32°, a renowned scholar, and a first 
backbreaking revision of the French texts is also complete. As all may realise, the 
translation of such legalistic documents, which have been the object of numerous 
amendments over the years, get to contain certain mistakes of consistency as well as 
obvious typographical errors, which are detected when a rigorous translation is made. 
Accordingly, certain modifications to the English version are in order so that we may end up 
with two exactly identical official versions. At the request of the undersigned, our Sovereign 
Grand Commander has agreed that a working committee consisting of the Chairman of the 
Committee on Jurisprudence and Legislation, the undersigned and the Grand Secretary- 
General should agree on a modus operandi to review these documents. We are then to 
adopt the process leading to the adoption of resulting constitutional amendments, without 
impairing the work schedule of the next Sessions when these will be proposed en bloc. 
Accordingly, I file with this report new draft versions of the Statutes & Regulation (in French 
and English, with highlighted changes as proposed) in electronic format for the Chairman of 
the Committee of Jurisprudence and Legislation and the Grand Secretary-General. In the 
meantime, I have also asked III. Bros. Lome A. Phillips and Philippe A. Decelles, both 33°, 
who have kindly accepted, to conduct a further polishing review of the French versions. 
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IV) Appreciation 


On behalf of the Committee, I express a sincere and grateful word of thanks to all the 
members of the Office of the Grand Secretary-General, as well as the titulars of that office, 
past and present, for their availability and assistance during the past year, with a special 
mention for our former Executive Secretary, III. Bro. Georges R. Robbins, 33°, who was 
prompt in answering my constant requests for information and documentation; Thank you. 
Also to the members of the Committee for their support and to all others who were active in 
assisting us.

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Introduction 


In compliance with Article 40(d) of the Statutes and Regulations of Supreme Council, your 
committee is pleased to submit this annual report, which contains matters pertaining to the 
State of the Rite throughout this jurisdiction. 
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The source materials contained in this report were gathered from the summons and 
newsletters received from the Grand Secretaries/Registrars from the Valleys in Canada 
and from the reports of the Deputies received at year-end. 

Our thanks are extended to all for their assistance. 

Across Canada 


Inter Provincial meetings were held with all Valleys in British Columbia and Alberta. They 
were able to get to know each other, exchange ideas, discuss mutual problems, set goals 
and institute plans for attaining these goals. They have set a goal of raising the 
membership in Scottish Rite in British Columbia in each year. In Ontario, think tanks have 
been held and ideas exchanged among those who took part. They are to be congratulated 
on these new objectives for looking to the future for Scottish Rite Masonry in those 
provinces. In Ontario, the Active members and Past Active members of Supreme Council 
meet, as per the Statutes and Regulations, in July of each year to discuss nominations for 
the province of Ontario. Leadership Training Seminars were held in several areas of 
Canada. A number of Valleys (officers and members) come together and have a joint 
seminar. 

Telephone conferences (two) were held in the past year among the Sovereign Grand 
Commander, Lieutenant Grand Commander, Deputies, Grand Secretary-General, and the 
Grand Treasurer. They have proved beneficial to all concerned as items of mutual interest 
and concerns were discussed. 

Some Valleys have interchanged visits, not only in Canada but also with our American 
brethren. 

We congratulate them and hope for the continuation of this effort in cementing Scottish Rite 
friendships. In Windsor and Thunder Bay they exchanged visits with their American 
Brothers. 

The number of Valleys helping each other in assisting members to receive their degrees 
because they were not able to attend their own Valleys due to other commitments is 
commendable. 

In Ontario, The Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of Ontario has granted permission 
for all craft lodges to use up to 20 percent of the changing portion of the notice to advertise 
other Masonic activities. The Valleys in Ontario should make use of this not only to inform 
their members, but also to sow a seed of interest in all the members of the craft. It is 
interesting to learn what activities the concordant bodies are having, and to support them if 
possible. We should make this request across Canada from all Grand Lodges. Secretaries 
are sometimes looking for information for their notices. 

The Shrine Temples in several Provinces have offered space in their magazines for 
Scottish Rite to extend an invitation for their members to join and explain Scottish Rite 
Masonry. In Ontario Rameses Temple has asked for a representative of the Scottish Rite 
and concordant bodies to speak at their ceremonials and invite those who have joined the 
Shrine and are not members of these bodies to consider joining to further their Masonic 
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education. We urge all Valleys to ask for this permission from the local Shrine Temples. 
We are all part of the Masonic family and should support each other. 


Our Sovereign Grand Commander promotes enthusiasm and renewed interest in the 
Scottish Rite. His devotion to this cause has enabled him to visit Valleys in British 
Columbia, and Ontario. During his 3-year term of office he will endeavour to visit every 
Valley in Canada. We extend our thanks to him and his wife Pat for their dedication to 
Scottish Rite Masonry in general and within Canada in particular. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander encourages meetings with representatives of all the 
concordant bodies. These meetings have taken place and are ongoing in British Columbia, 
Saskatchewan, New Brunswick and Ontario. They harmonize the events of all bodies, give 
a greater understanding of the issues faced by masonry in general, and support a united 
format to the many issues, such as membership and information presented re the Masonic 
family to the general public. 

We commend the Valleys who have taken the opportunity to advertise their Scottish Rite on 
the web page. The promotion of special events, meeting dates, the names of the officers of 
the Valley etc., is a great advertisement on this award winning web page. The information 
contained in the articles and reports from Supreme Council is worth each and every 
person's perusal. Read them! Supreme Council would like your comments regarding this 
program of information and outreach. Remember to send new information for the web page 
to Supreme Council office. Register your e-mail address. Remember if the information is 
not received it cannot be placed on this award-winning page. A number of Valleys have 
their own web page and it is very interesting and informative to read. Remember to keep 
your web pages current. There is nothing worse than stale news. Make sure they are 
beneficial to all who read them. 

Some Valleys hold special events for the information of Craft Masons and the general 
public to attract interested Masons to join our fraternity. This has proved successful in the 
promotion of Scottish Rite. Some have presented portions of a degree and/or Masonic 
plays approved by Supreme Council to those in attendance. A number of Valleys have craft 
lodge degree teams. The Scottish Rite members throughout Nova Scotia hold a golf 
tournament with the profits going to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and Halifax 
Learning Centre. Other Valleys also hold golf tournaments with the profits going to the 
Foundation. The Valleys of Moose Jaw and Regina raised funds for the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation in Saskatchewan. 

The Valley of Edmonton each year presents a scholarship of $3000 to the Alberta College 
Conservatory of Music, which is then presented to some of their students. We wonder how 
much money is donated to charitable purposes by each Valley in Canada, along with the 
donations to the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation. Maybe we should let people know 
what the total is, not hide our light under a bushel. 

The increase in the number of functions held with the ladies taking part in the social events 
after the business of the lodge has been completed is very favourable. Some Valleys have 
theatre nights, barbeques, picnics, etc. This adds to the Masonic fellowship for all 
concerned and benefits Scottish Rite. In Moncton Valley the DeMolay boys and Rainbow 
girls attended as guests and provided some entertainment. The proceeds of the evening 
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are shared with the DeMolay boys, Rainbow girls and the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. 

The Valley of Winnipeg is to be congratulated for the monthly publication "The Rite News." 
It contains the summons for meetings and news of the activities in the Valley and of the 
Charitable Foundation. This publication is available via e-mail and approximately 10% of 
the brethren receive the publication by this media. This Valley held a special evening for 
the installation of officers and a presentation and recognition to III. Bro. Donald Murray 33° 
for his years of service to the Valley and Scottish Rite in general. 

Communication with members is very important. We congratulate and thank III. Bros. C. 
Edwin Drew, 33° and Gareth Taylor, 33° for their efforts in sending the “Communique” to all 
Valleys. This information is always current and enlightening. The Sovereign Grand 
Commander has added a report on his activities in regard to Scottish Rite across Canada. 

The news of the Scottish Rite activities in all parts of Canada is there for members to enjoy. 
We should consider doing the same with all our publications and thus create further interest 
for our members. 

Some of the Valleys advertise the dates of the meetings of Scottish Rite Valleys close to 
them and thus give them a chance to attend and enjoy Masonic fellowship. We recommend 
this to all Valleys if possible for their area. The dress code for each meeting of a Valley 
should be inserted in all the summonses. A number of Valleys do. We commend the 
Valleys that explain the significance of the Easter ceremonies in their notices. It again 
reminds the members of the importance of attending these important ceremonies. 

A number of Lodges of Perfection hold open installations, to name a few: Woodstock, North 
Bay, and London. Joint installation for all three bodies were held in Calgary, as well as for 
the first time a joint installation of the Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix in Kingston, 
Ontario. We learn from the summons of the Valley of Calgary that they did their installation 
of all three bodies in one evening with the ceremony approved by the committee "on Rituals 
and Ritualistic Matters.” The Valley of Saskatoon used a similar format this past January. 
Winnipeg had a joint and open installation for the three bodies, and for the third year 
Regina held a joint installation for their three bodies on Saturday morning followed by 
lunch. 

There are a number of open installations and combined installations in use. 

We recommend approval for one joint installation ceremony (open and closed) for all three 
bodies and one for Valleys that have Lodge of Perfection and Rose Croix. This will provide 
continuity in all Scottish Rite installations. 

We take note with pleasure the large increase of Master Mason Nights being held. From 
the results noted in the reports from the Deputies, these nights have assisted in the 
increase of new candidates. 

The committee notes that Scottish Rite clubs are being used more and more in Valleys 
across Canada. Many like Brantford, London, Muskoka etc. make donations to charities, 
supply wheelchairs, have special speakers, etc. 
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These clubs add to the fellowship and allow members who do not reside close to their 
home valley to have contact with others. They also promote Scottish Rite in these 
communities. 

The very important Easter ceremonies are noted in the Deputies reports and are expanding 
to locations to outlying areas. These ceremonies on Thursday and Easter Sunday give the 
membership an opportunity to attend in the community where they live and still be with their 
families on Easter Sunday. As an example we note that for the second time Toronto Valley 
held Easter ceremonies in Whitby, Brampton as well as in Toronto. A number of Valleys 
hold open ceremonies on Sunday morning for the families of the members and for the 
education of the communities. 

The congratulations of all members of Scottish Rite should be extended to the Valleys who 
sponsor DeMolay, Job’s Daughters International and Rainbow chapters. The chapters of 
DeMolay are our future. The degree work of these young members is outstanding. We 
encourage all members of Scottish Rite to attend one of their meetings, witness the work of 
these young people and show your appreciation to them. We trust that this experience will 
make you want to be a part of DeMolay and encourage your Valley to be a sponsor of a 
chapter. In Ontario a representative of the Scottish Rite was invited to attend their annual 
session and bring greetings. The interest shown by the Valley of Moncton and their support 
and encouragement of these groups of young people should be an example to all Valleys. 
Maybe your Valley could sponsor one of these groups. Please consider and support one of 
these groups in your area. 

International Visits 


The promotion of visits to and from Valleys outside our jurisdiction is to be encouraged. 
Your committee recognizes that this is not always possible because of location of our 
Valleys, but where possible we encourage and support them. These visits are made often 
by members from the Valleys of Windsor and Thunder Bay to their neighbours across the 
border. 

Inter-Valley Visits 


The members of Windsor Valley travelled to Chatham to conduct the ceremony of the 
installation of officers and Chatham returned the favour by conducting the ceremony in 
Windsor. This has taken place annually for many years. 

Members of the Valley of Sydney went to Summerside Prince Edward Island. 

Members of Halifax Valley to Summerside Prince Edward Island. 

Members of Brandon Valley visited Winnipeg Valley. 

Valley of Toronto portrayed a degree in Barrie and Hamilton.

Morning Star Consistory received its Charter in Vernon, British Columbia, this year from our 
Sovereign Grand Commander III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend, 33° with III. Bro. Glenn M. 
Martin, 33° Past Sovereign Grand Commander as its first Commander- in- Chief. 
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Many Valleys are naming their reunions after long serving members and we congratulate 
these Valleys on this and the brethren receiving this honour while they are able to enjoy it. 
They show the appreciation of all the members of the Valley to these great Scottish Rite 
Masons for services rendered and their ongoing support of Scottish Rite. 

A number of Valleys are making presentations for the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation 
at their meetings to the recipients of bursaries etc. They are promoting the Foundation and 
the great work it is engaged in. These Valleys are fortunate enough to have the recipient 
speak to the members of the work they are engaged in and in which field of study. It is also 
a great education for our members attending the meetings. We must remember to continue 
our support of all aspects of the Scottish Rite Foundation. The many programs that we 
have supported over the years must be continued and can only continue by your support. 
Remember you are the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation and it is only the interest on 
your donation that they operate on. 

The committee recommends that each and every candidate be given a copy of the 
Lectures of the Lodge of Perfection on completion of his 14°. 

Cooperation between Valleys providing assistance to each other in all circumstances as 
required is important. A number of Valleys have portrayed degrees for other Valleys, 
members who because of work, etc., have missed the degree and have thus allowed the 
member to continue his journey in Scottish Rite.

We must always remember to promote Scottish Rite, support our craft lodges and to 
participate in our total Masonic fraternity. 

We trust that all members who have e-mail have sent their e-mail address to the Valley 
secretary so he may send out the summons electronically. It will certainly assist him in 
sending out the notices and as well will be a considerable savings to the Valley.

The Sovereign Grand Commander invited all Honorary Inspectors-General and guests in 
attendance to enter in. 

SGC: “The Executive Committee meeting was completed at 9:00 a.m. I welcome you to 
this morning’s sessions and thank you for your interest in seeing what happens at our 
Supreme Council. The Preliminary Reports are available to those who have entered. I 
recommend that you read them at your convenience. They are an excellent source of 
information about your Supreme Council. I recommend the Deputies Reports as an 
excellent source of information of what is going on across the country. We do not come 
here just to work in isolation. It certainly offers us an opportunity to pick up on these ideas. 
There is no copyright on them. Please ask the Deputies about their reports or contact them 
at some later time if you would like to do so.” 

Reports on Standing Committees: 

AUDIT AND FINANCE COMMITTEE 

Brian W. Gilkinson: The report could not be prepared until after the Audit and Finance 
Committee met. The Committee met yesterday and as a result, the report could not be 
included in the Preliminary Reports. I will now read the complete report. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON AUDIT AND FINANCE 


To the Supreme Council, 33° of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

Article 40(a) of the Statutes and Regulations details the duties of the Committee on Audit 
and Finance and the Committee now reports to Supreme Council on the discharge of those 
duties. 

Constituent Body Financial Returns 

Every Valley is required to submit a copy of its financial statements to each of its members 
annually. It is also required to submit an Annual Financial Return to Supreme Council 
using the prescribed forms. The major activity of this committee is to examine and report 
on these returns with two objectives: Firstly, to offer information that may assist the 
constituent bodies in their financial planning and secondly, to ensure that every member of 
those bodies is adequately informed on matters financial. These objectives can only be 
realized with the assistance of the leadership of the Scottish Rite that this body represents. 
If each person present today listens to my remarks and reviews past reports of this 
committee you will detect a familiar refrain, a refrain that by its very existence indicates that 
the medium of these reports in the Annual Proceedings is not enough to accomplish these 
objectives. Nor are the other initiatives this committee has taken in the past to 
communicate more closely with the Valleys through legitimate channels of Supreme 
Council. It is for every member of the 33 Q to demonstrate the leadership that degree 
signifies by communicating the issues raised at the Annual Session back to the Valleys and 
to assist in addressing them effectively. The refrain is as follows: 

Our annual review has revealed results consistent with that of reviews for a number of 
previous fiscal periods. Issues remain the same. The lack of requested action on the part 
of Valleys, identified previously as having issues getting the required information to 
Supreme Council either in complete form or at all has remained the same. Those Valleys 
have been joined by others in this fiscal year. The rationale for providing the requested 
information has been explained in earlier reports of this committee to Supreme Council. It 
has been available to anyone interested in these issues and the financial welfare of the 
Valley to which they belong for several years. Areas in need of action continue to be: 

1. Valleys where operating costs per member continually exceed the annual 
dues per member. Investment income can only ameliorate this issue for 
so long and the mechanisms of generating investment income were, in all 
likelihood, not put in place to allow a succeeding generation a semi-free 
ride on the “Scottish Rite Express.” We should pay our way as we make 
strategic decisions to utilize our other resources for the cause of good. 

2. Complete reporting of financial affairs by utilizing the full slate of the AF 
forms provided by Supreme Council or, if the Valley provides 
independently audited reports then those reports along with completed 
AF1 and AF7 forms. One Valley this year expressed the opinion that it 
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was not possible to predict membership gains and losses and therefore 
could not submit a five-year projection for it budgets. In the next breath 
the correspondent asserted that if the dues were increased the Valley 
would lose members. No basis for that ability to predict membership 
losses given a dues increase was revealed. Often equality between 
operating costs per member and annual dues per member in Valleys with 
this issue equates to between one and two coffees at Tim’s per month. It 
is not difficult to average the losses and gains in membership over the past 
few years to see a trend and predict where that trend will take a Valley if 
there is no intervention. Once a trend is identified steps can be taken to 
address membership as well as revenue streams and expenses. Tracking 
the average age of those passing from our midst and comparing it to the 
average age of those remaining can give a good indication of when losses 
in membership will occur. All this can spur activity to prevent the last 
person out being the one to turn off the lights - for good. As has been 
stated in these reports in the past, sharing five-year projections and the 
other data required in the Annual Returns allows the committee to analyze 
and assist Valleys where problems exist. It is hardly fair to castigate the 
process of complying with Supreme Council’s expectations in this area as 
useless if the process is often ignored by those Valleys that most need to 
buy into it. 

3. One Valley commented that the Almoner’s Fund was known only to the 
Almoner. The Almoner’s Fund should be a separate entry in the financial 
statements and communicated to all members of the Valley and to 
Supreme Council. This transparency is necessary to maintain confidence 
in the integrity of the fund and those charged with its administration. The 
committee is interested only in year over year amount figures, not the 
purposes for which its funds are applied. 

4. Commuted funds need to be assessed for integrity against the criteria 
established by Supreme Council to ensure their ability to defray costs over 
the long term. They should be recorded as a separate entry in the 
financial statements notwithstanding that a few Valleys combine those 
funds with general revenue and track the use of commuted funds through 
separate bookkeeping entries. The recognition of the different nature of 
commuted funds and operational funds is much easier, particularly over 
time as persons charged with the financial affairs of the Valleys change, if 
the funds are kept in separate accounts. There is a trust imposed on 
Valleys who have commuted fund accounts that the fund will be sufficient 
to defray legitimate costs levied against it over time and that they will not 
be dissipated to the detriment of the Valley’s long term financial well being. 
Those charged with respecting that trust should welcome the opportunity 
to check the health of these funds at regular intervals and report on it to 
this body. 

It has been the experience of this committee and its reviewers that there has been a 
deterioration in the quality of the Annual Reports of a greater number of Valleys. It is 
hoped that a frank reporting of this situation by your committee will lead to frank 
discussions by a lot more than the members of the committee about how Supreme Council 
and the Valleys, working in co-operation, can address these issues. 
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Constituent Bodies By-Law Amendments 


The Chairman of the Committee has reviewed ail requests for by-law amendments and in 
one case reviewed the initial by-laws of a Scottish Rite body. These were all found 
financially sound and forwarded to the Sovereign Grand Commander. 

Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of 
Trustees and Auditors 

The committee has examined the Annual Reports of the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Grand Treasurer-General, the Board of Trustees and the Auditor as printed in the 
Preliminary Reports. These reports were found to be informative and complete. 
Accordingly, the committee recommends their adoption. 

Financial Statements 

The audited financial statements for the year ended May 31, 2007 were received and 
discussed in detail with our auditors, Grant Thornton Chartered Accountants. These 
audited financial statements can be found printed in the Preliminary Reports. For the year 
ended May 31, 2007 your Supreme Council experienced an excess of revenue over 
expenses of $47,388 as compared to with an excess of expenses over revenue of $11,827 
for the fiscal year ended May 31, 2006. Investment income totalled $58,816 as compared 
to $54,322 in the previous year. 

We congratulate the Grand Treasurer-General, the Grand Secretary-General, the 
Sovereign Grand Commander, and the committee chairmen for the efficient manner in 
which they have managed the financial resources of our Supreme Council. Accordingly, 
the committee recommends that the audited financial statements for the year ended May 
31,2007 be adopted as submitted. 

We wish to thank our auditors, Grant Thornton Chartered Accountants for their invaluable 
assistance during this fiscal year. 

Budget 2007 - 2008 

The Committee on Audit and Finance has reviewed in detail the budget prepared by the 
Grand Treasurer-General for Supreme Council for the fiscal year 2007 - 2008. The budget 
was thoroughly reviewed. We believe it to be realistic and provides for items necessary to 
meet financial obligations, responsibilities, and commitments of Supreme Council for the 
current fiscal period. Accordingly, your committee recommends the adoption of the budget 
as presented by our Grand Treasurer-General. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion, as Chairman of the Committee on Audit and Finance I want to express my 
gratitude to Grand Treasurer-General, III. Bros. Thomas Lewis, 33°, Grand Secretary- 
General, FI. Edward Standish 33° and, to acting Grand Secretary-General, Donald N. 
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Campbell 33 Q for their capable assistance and significant contribution to the work of this 
committee. 

I have indicated the significant challenge we have as a committee is assisting Valleys in 
safeguarding their financial health and stability within the parameters and regulations of our 
Supreme Council. I was heartened to read in the Preliminary Reports the comment by one 
of the Deputies that a particular Valley was addressing its need to compile financial 
statements. The committee needs the assistance of every person sincerely concerned with 
establishing substantial if not complete compliance with the requirements of Supreme 
Council in financial matters. Do not abdicate the role of asking questions of your Valley 
officer to someone else. The reality is it’s not only your money but a substantial amount of 
the investment funds of any Valley was generated by those that went before us with the 
expectations that we who followed them would discharge their trust to improve the Valleys 
and pass on a healthy, productive legacy to those who will follow us. That pretty much 
outweighs the cost of couple of cups of coffee per month or the inconvenience of 
completing the forms necessary to allow an independent assessment by dedicated people 
of how things are going in your “neck of the woods.” 

Most of all I wish to thank the dedicated members of this committee who examine the 
Annual Returns year after year making comments that are indeed constructive, insightful, 
and, unfortunately in some cases, all too repetitive. The deadline for the Annual Returns to 
be at the Supreme Council office is late spring, June 15 th . Often, neither the office nor the 
committee members see some of these returns until late summer if then. This puts the 
reviewer’s analysis on a very tight timeline. I appreciate their ability to get their comments 
and the returns to me before the Annual Session commences. Thank you so very much for 
devoting your time to the work of this committee.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON FRATERNAL RELATIONS 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The Standing Committee on Fraternal Relations is pleased to present this report in 
discharge of the duty imposed upon it by Art 40(c) of the Statutes of this Supreme Council 
to keep informed with respect to fraternal relations with other Supreme Councils and 
Masonic bodies throughout the world, to advise the Sovereign Grand Commander with 
respect to the conduct thereof, and to report thereon to this Supreme Council at each 
Annual Session. 

XVIII Conference of Supreme Councils of the World: 

The Supreme Council of Canada is looking forward with keen anticipation to hosting the 
XVIII Conference of Supreme Councils of the World in 2010. 

Planning for the Conference, - the first to be hosted by this Supreme Council, - is well 
underway. The Conference is scheduled to commence with registration and a reception on 
Sunday May 23, 2010. 

Toronto, Ontario has been selected as the venue for the Conference and the Fairmont 
Royal York has been chosen as the Conference Hotel. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander has reported that on the occasion of his attendance at 
the 48 th Conference of the Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and Associated 
Countries in May of this year much interest in attending the Conference was expressed by 
the delegates and observers. 

Your Committee is encouraged by this information and, on behalf of this Supreme Council, 
looks forward to a large attendance from the worldwide family of Supreme Councils. 

48 th Conference of Sovereign Grand Commanders of Europe and Associated 
Countries: 

Your Committee is most pleased that Sovereign Grand Commander. C. Robert 
Townshend, 33 Q and his wife, Pat attended this year’s Conference held in Rome, May 26 to 
30, 2007 particularly since their presence provided an opportunity to meet so many 
delegates and observers and their wives, and to extend personal invitations to them to 
attend the 2010 Conference of Supreme Councils of the World in Toronto. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander will doubtless refer in greater detail to the proceedings 
of the Conference, but your Committee was pleased that the Conference reaffirmed 
commitment to the articles of the Grand Constitutions of 1786. 
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On the other hand, your Committee was saddened to hear of the disharmony existing 
between Grand Lodges and Supreme Councils in some European countries. We are 
blessed that no such discord between or among Grand Lodges and Concordant Bodies 
exists in Canada. 

Your Committee wonders whether some present member of Supreme Council at the 
Conference might soon be prepared to recommend that this Supreme Council be promoted 
from observer status to full voting membership in the Conference. 

Conference of Grand Masters of Masons in North America Conference of Grand 
Secretaries in North America: 

The 2007 Conference was held in Portland, Oregon February 18-20, with a pre¬ 
conference program February 15-17. 

This Supreme Council was represented at the Conference of Grand Masters by 
Sovereign Grand Commander, C. Robert Townshend, 33 Q accompanied by his wife, 
Pat. 

The Grand Secretary-General, H. Edward Standish, 33 Q and the Executive Secretary, 
George R. Robbins, 33 Q and their wives, Marion and Pat, represented this Supreme 
Council at the Conference of Grand Secretaries. 

Conference of Grand and District Grand Lodges of Canada: 

The Conference, held annually in Winnipeg, took place this year March 29-31. 

The Grand Secretary-General, H. Edward Standish, 33E was again invited to attend as 
an observer, and was asked to present a paper on “The Importance to Freemasonry in 
general of membership in Concordant Bodies”. 

BOSNIA AND HERZEGOVINA: 

It would appear that a Supreme Council for Bosnia and Herzegovina was inaugurated 
by the Supreme Council for Slovenia in Sarajevo on September 23, 2006, but no 
request for recognition has to date been received by this Supreme Council 

Bulgaria: 

Your Committee has received no communication during the past year concerning the 
Masonic situation in Bulgaria outlined in some detail in its Report of 2006. 

Accordingly, your Committee recommends that this Supreme Council continue to defer 
approval of the request for recognition submitted to this Supreme Council by the 
Supreme Council for Bulgaria in January 2002. 

Cyprus: 

Subsequent to your Committee’s Report to the Annual Session of this Supreme Council 
on September 14, 2006, a second Supreme Council was consecrated in Cyprus at 
Nicosia on November 25, 2006 under the presidency of the Supreme Council for 
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Greece and the co-presidency of the Supreme Council for France and in the presence 
of the Sovereign Grand Commanders of a number of other Supreme Councils present. 


Your Committee repeats the hope it expressed last year that an amicable settlement of 
the situation can be reached by the parties directly involved, but in the meantime 
recommends that recognition of either Supreme Council be deferred. 

As an example of how misunderstandings can unintentionally occur, your Committee 
notes that a letter addressed by the Supreme Council for England and Wales to the 
Supreme Council for Greece on August 17, 2006 was copied to, among others “grand 
Master’s of all Grand Lodges in amity,” by which was meant the Grand Masters of the 
Nordic Grand Lodges in amity with Supreme Councils including this Supreme Council. 
The Supreme Council for Greece mistook the reference to mean Grand Masters of craft 
Grand Lodges and copied its reply to the Supreme Council for England and Wales 
accordingly. 

Germany: 

Your Committee expresses its condolences on the death of M. III. Past and Honorary 
Sovereign Grand Commander, Hubert Victor Kopp, 33E on December 9, 2006. 

Iran in Exile: 

Your Committee expresses its condolences on the death of III. Bro. Mohammed Hassan 
Moshiri, 33E Lieutenant Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for Iran in Exile and 
Grand Representative of this Supreme Council near the Supreme Council for Iran in 
Exile, who died on December 8, 2006. 

III. Bro. Moshiri lived in Toronto from the time of the Iranian Revolution until his death. 
On a number of occasions he attended meetings of the Bodies in the Valley of Toronto. 

Your chairman attended the memorial service in his honour in the Debates Room of 
Hart House at the University of Toronto. It was evident from the large number of 
persons in attendance and the eulogies delivered the high esteem in which III. Bro. 
Moshiri was held in the Iranian community in Canada. 

Israel: 

Your Committee expresses its condolences on the death of III. Bro. Stefan Kwiat, 33E 
Past Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for the State of Israel. 

Latvia: 

Your Committee has received advice from the Supreme Council for Germany that it has 
created a Lodge of Perfection, a chapter of Rose Croix and an Areopagus 30E in Rign, 
will be consecrating a Consistory in August of this year, and, assisted by the Supreme 
Councils for the Netherlands and for France, will be inaugurating a Supreme Council in 
Riga on October 13, 2007. 

Lithuania: 

Your Committee was the recipient of a letter in May 2007 from the Supreme Council for 
Spain advising that that Supreme Council had officially recognized, on February 10, 
2007, the Supreme Council of Lithuania. 
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This letter is the only communication received by your Committee with respect to the 
inauguration of this new Supreme Council and no request for its recognition has been 
received by this Supreme Council. 

Netherlands: 

Your Committee is in receipt of the tableau of officers as of June 1, 2007 of the 
Supreme Council for the Kingdom of the Netherlands. 

Best wishes are extended to Sovereign Grand Commander, M. P. Henk E. Koning, 33E 
and his officers for a most successful tenure of their respective officers. 

Philippines: 

The 57 th Session of the Supreme Council of the Republic of the Philippines was held on 
March 8 and 9, 2007. 

The theme of the Session was “Living the Four Cardinal Virtues of Freemasonry”: 

Best wishes are extended to Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Eugenio S. Labitoria, 33E 
and his officers for a most successful tenure of office. 

Serbia: 

On February 24, 2007, in the presence of thirteen delegations of Supreme Councils, 
including the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction, USA, and the Supreme Council 
of Freemasons of Serbia celebrated the resumption of the work of the Supreme Council of 
Serbia regularly established in 1912. 

Sovereign Grand Commander Nenad Manojlovic, 33E has written to this Supreme Council 
requesting recognition and the exchange of Grand Representatives, proposing III. Bro. 
Dijan PopoviD, 33E Grand Minister of State and Grand Chancellor as Grand 
Representative of this Supreme Council near the Supreme Council of Freemasons of 
Serbia. 

Your Committee recommends recognition be extended and Grand Representatives be 
exchanged. 

Spain: 

A circular communication was received in November by this Supreme Council from the 
Supreme Council for Spain advising that it had concluded with the Ministry of Culture of 
Spain an Agreement for the Maintenance and Diffusion of the Masonic Documentary 
inheritance of Spain. 

The Supreme Council for Spain appeals to all Supreme Councils in Amity to make available 
any documents in their archives related to Spanish masonry, especially documents dating 
from the forty-year period of exile. 

Switzerland: 
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Your Committee expresses its condolences on the death on May 30, 2007 of III. Bro. Jean- 
Pierre Genier, 33 9 , Past Sovereign Grand Commander and Honorary Member of our 
Supreme Council. 

III. Bro. Genier was Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of Switzerland 
for the decennium 1985-1995, during which time he served as President of the Conference 
of European Sovereign Grand Commanders in 1987, and as President of the Conference 
of Supreme Councils of the World in Lausanne in 1995.

Your Committee very much regrets the extended delay, which has occurred in producing a 
product for your use, since it was established quite some years ago. 

Your Committee has been diligent, with members having to commute to Hamilton on their 
personal time, with a shortened period then available for productive work. Workspace, 
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although promised at an earlier date, was not forthcoming until more recently. In spite of 
innumerable setbacks, we are progressing. 

The enclosed Circulating Catalogue is based upon the Grand Lodge (Ontario) Library 
method of identifying items, a system they are presently changing to a more “user-friendly” 
form, whereby, the items will be defined by the subject matter rather than just the book title 
and author. This new system, now being used by both the Southern & Northern Scottish 
Rite Jurisdictions, is referred to as the Boyden method of classification. We feel that this 
system will require a great deal of examination and research before implementation in our 
library. 

Meanwhile your Committee is working on and nearing completion of its Catalogue for 
Reference items, which will be available at the Hamilton Library premises only. 

We have a number of surplus items, in various states of condition. We will shortly be 
making available a list of such items, from which each interested Valley may request items 
they would like to have for its library.

Our response will be primarily directed to those Valleys who indicated an 
interest in adding to their libraries when we enquired of them a few years ago.

Exodus 32:7-14 and Luke 15:1-10 

I cannot imagine the look on God's face when he saw what they had done. Or the look on 
the face of Moses when God said to him, “your people! Look what they have done!” Get 
down there. Leave me alone so that my wrath may burn hot against them. 

What happened? God is up on top of the mountain with Moses, giving the people the great 
gift of the law. After bringing them out of slavery in Egypt, and being with them in the 
wilderness, these redeemed people were being given the gift of divine guidance. 
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But down at the foot of the mountain, at the foot of mount Sinai, wrapped in the smoke of 
God’s presence, the mountain that shook while Moses was up there face to face with the 
LORD -- the people got impatient. They couldn’t see what was going on up there! Moses 
had been up there a long time, forty days, forty nights. Maybe Moses was lost. Maybe God 
was gone. 

They couldn’t see that one of their own was actually speaking with God. Face to face with 
the one who created the heaven and the earth. Face to face with the one who could send 
plagues, and defeat armies, and part water, and redeem a whole people out of slavery. But 
they couldn’t see it. So they let their insecurity get the best of them. They lost sight of the 
real God and his promise to them. They did what they knew they ought-not-do. 

“You shall not make for yourself an idol ...You shall not bow down to them or worship them” 

Well, they couldn’t wait. They gave up on Moses and they said to Aaron, “Come make gods 
for us... gods who shall go before us.” And Aaron, priest and interim minister, didn’t want 
the people to be mad at him, so he said, OK bring all your gold over here. They did. No 
problem getting them to donate. Heat up that fire a bit. And they did. No lack of fuel for this 
project. Bring me that casting in the shape of a calf. And they brought it to him. Into the fire 
went the gold, and out came this calf. They held it up, they worshipped it, and they partied 
all night. I cannot imagine the look on God’s face. 

One could not count all the times since the incident of the golden calf that people of faith 
have been caught up in the same kind of idol-making. Sometimes our lives look a bit like 
those ancestors of ours. We behave as though God has left us, as though God is not 
around anymore. And we need something to put at the centre of our lives, so we start 
making things to put there. 

Some of us put work at the centre of life and value it the most, and soon productivity, profit, 
and personal position become the way we measure our lives. Or if work is not our idol, we 
put leisure and entertainment at the centre of life. And soon our lives are organized around 
the scheduling of TV shows, or entertainment outings. Some people live from one vacation 
to another, waiting and pining for the next chance to get away. 

For some people money is at the centre of life, and all else is measured by amounts of 
money. For some it’s winning - satisfaction in life comes from victory over others. For some 
it’s church - even that can become an idol. Anything that’s not God - if it’s at the centre of 
your life and if it’s not centrally related to God, it is an idol. 

And it’s not just things. We make other people into idols. We make Idols out of people who 
win singing contests on TV. We make idols out of the people who walk red carpets and 
inspire explosions of flash bulbs at the Toronto Film Festival. In this town, people make 
Senators into their idols - not the ones in the upper chamber over there, but the guys who 
wear Senators sweaters on the ice. 

My idols wear a blue leaf. 
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Idolatry. It’s a tricky one. It kind of sneaks up on you. It’s seductive and subtle. No one 
thinks that they are an idolater, but most of us are, or we have been. And contrary to what 
many people think, this makes God really mad. Impure thoughts, moral lapses, slow minds, 
stiff necks . . . these don’t make God as mad as idol-making. 

Why? What’s wrong with idols? Why does God get so mad? Maybe because idols end up 
killing us. If we get to the point where we really value stuff that has no ultimate value, if we 
actually start to worship - to ascribe worth - to things that have little worth, then we have 
traveled a long way down a path that will squeeze the life out of us. We’ve traveled down a 
golden-looking path that turns darker and dingier with every step. At the end we find 
ourselves up against a wall - they are dead ends. They lead away from God. And they 
don’t give life. 

So God says, “Stop it, I can’t stand to see you do this to yourselves! I want you to have 
life!” What can we do? What can we do to counteract our tendencies to idol-making? Two 
things: recognize our idol-making for what it is, and start imagining our lives another way. 
This shouldn’t be all that hard to do, because we are made for this other way, we have 
experienced another way. If we want to stop making everything - including ourselves - into 
idols, simply try this. Start seeing yourself - your life - as an icon. I think you already are 
icons. 

When Christians think of icons, usually, the first thing that comes to mind is a sacred 
image. An icon is Orthodox Christian liturgical art. An icon is “theology in colour”. An icon is 
an image of what God has done, is doing, or what God promises to do. Often it is an image 
of a person who has been part of a God-event, or in the case of Jesus, is a God-event. 

But for most people now, however, this is not the first thing that “icon” means. Type “icon” 
into Google and if you pass over the links to dictionaries and encyclopedias, the description 
of icon that I just gave you is not found on the first fifty sites listed. Instead we can go to the 
“Fashion Icon” website, where you can buy “cosmetics committed to the power of colour, 
aroma, and positive thought.” On many of the other most frequently visited sites, the word 
icon refers to famous people who take on symbolic significance, like the idols I just referred 
to - people who articulate longings, exemplify ideals, exuberance, superhuman ability. 
People like Che Guevara (icon of revolution), Marilyn Monroe (icon of the Hollywood 
bombshell), Muhammad Ali (icon of the warrior athlete), Princess Diana (icon of how 
celebrity trumps royalty), Wayne Gretzky (icon of Canadians winning) etc. These famous 
people have a certain “image”, but it is not necessarily an image of God. Therefore, they’re 
not really icons, but idols. 

Thankfully, most of you are not that type of icon. What you are is closer to this. As you 
know, the word icon is used for those little “buttons” which appear on computer screens as 
a portal to a program - to take you from the electronic desktop to some inner world of word 
processing or spreadsheets or the internet. These icons “refer” to something, they take you 
somewhere else, and they must be able to serve a very important purpose. They must be 
recognizable. They must symbolize, and be sign, of the place where you are going. Here 
icon is the right word for their function, but the place you go certainly is disappointing. I 
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don’t need to gaze for long at a little blue “W” on my screen to know that this icon will only 
lead me to a blank page. These are portals to nothing real, or to a pseudo-reality at best. 

The traditional icon of the religious art world is never meant to be a reproduction of the real 
nor are they meant to contain what is real. They are meant to be a place where heaven 
meets earth. 

You are - or can be - a place where heaven meets earth. Your life....a lens through which 
people come to know God. An imperfect lens, an imperfect place for someone to meet 
God. 

In order to see this as possible in your life, you have to know the difference between idol 
and icon. If your life is like an idol, it is a construction. You’re a self-made person. The 
meaning of your life is “graven” not “given.” Idols cannot speak, they cannot communicate 
anything new. The idol is a mirror in which one sees only oneself. So if your life is like an 
idol, all we see is you. All we get is you. And great though you may be -- you may have 
made yourself into something pretty marvelous - you are not God. And, no offense but we 
seek God. And you, as an idol, might be standing in the way. 

If your life is like an icon, however, the marvelous you becomes translucent. And “you” can 
be the place where we meet God. You are not in the way of God, but you become a way 
TO God. Christians believe that Christ is the perfect icon (Gk: eikon) of the invisible God. 
(Col. 1:15) We do not project divinity on Jesus, but divinity shines through him. Perfectly. 

Imperfectly, your life is like that. 

Moses found that his life was like that too. Moses, you’ll remember, was face to face with 
God, and he acted as an icon, for people who would make idols. He was face to face with 
the LORD, who said, “You better get down there man, to those stiff-necked people. Leave 
me alone so that my wrath can burn may burn hot against them.” 

Now, you’d think that if God was that mad, you’d do what God said. But . . . God had put in 
Moses a certain kind of righteousness. God had put in Moses a memory. And God had put 
in front of Moses a promise. 

God had just recently made Moses a free man, leader of a liberated people. God had 
welcomed Moses into his presence. So there was no way that Moses was going to let go of 
that! And in this moment, Moses the lawgiver, became Moses the intercessor. He speaks 
on behalf of the others. He didn’t have to. God had just said, I’m going to consume all those 
people, but I’ll spare you, Moses. You’re the only one of the whole bunch who can keep a 
covenant. Of you I will make a great nation. Moses was set, personally. 

But God had also put in Moses a love for his people. So Moses risks all, and implores the 
LORD his God. 

Why does your wrath burn so hot against the ones you call your own? The ones you 
brought out of the land of Egypt. . . remember? Why would you bring disaster, when you 
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are the one who brings freedom? Why would you abandon your own promise for us? 
Remember Abraham, Isaac, and Israel? All transformed for this promise. This promise you 
made. This promise that only you can keep - and help us keep. 

Moses asked God to change his mind. 

He asked God to look up, the same way that Abraham looked up. Look up. See those 
stars? You know those stars. . . you made them. . . and you swore to Abraham and Sarah 
that you would multiply their children like the stars. Look down there. Those stupid people 
dancing around the calf, they are the children. And they are going to be a light to the 
nations. Look at those people way off in the future. Look there, in Ottawa Ontario, 
September 2007. They are the ones who will need that light, and will radiate the light. They 
will never know you, if you don’t keep the covenant. Change your mind, implored Moses. 
And God changed his mind. God allowed himself to be persuaded by his own story, his 
own promises, and God’s face turned from wrath to forgiveness and restoration. 

I wonder what it must be like to see that. To see what Moses saw - God’s face turning from 
anger to restoration. Clearly it has an effect on your own face. Because later it says that 
when Moses came down the last time, with the renewed covenant, his face shone. His face 
radiated God’s restoration. The face of Moses became like an icon, it opened to an infinite 
depth, so that all people could see the merciful face of the LORD. 

I don’t know what you see when you gaze on the words of Holy Scripture. I don’t know what 
you see when you hear the words, the rituals, and the prayers, or when you meet and look 
at one another, or look at the world you’re trying to serve. But all of these things can 
become for us one of two things. They can become like idols, projections, dumb objects, 
through which nothing can pass. Or they can become like icons, revelations, places of 
infinite depth, through which something can come from beyond. 

Stacey and I have a four-year old girl, Tyne, and a two-year old boy, Seth. Recently, I was 
playing with them on the TV room floor, wrestling and rolling and laughing. We did horsy 
rides and we hid under blanket tents. After all this, we were resting, all three of us lying on 
our backs on the floor, and looking over at them, I noticed how beautiful they are. They 
both noticed me looking at them like that. Tyne said, “You know what Daddy? I love you.” 
Seth climbed up on me - I thought he was going to give me a hug -but he climbed right up 
on my chest and put his face right up to mine. Forehead to forehead, nose to nose, he 
looked into my eyes. We were eyeball to eyeball, so that his two eyes looked like one. And 
because that’s too close for me to focus for long, my gaze seemed to open and I saw the 
entire universe, through his eyes. I saw all those stars and I thought of God pointing them 
out to Abraham. Through the eyes of our little boy, my gaze settled on the One who created 
all that is, including these two little ones. 

Isn’t that just like God? God had wrestled his way into our playtime and turned our two little 
kids into icons of grace. 

You don’t need to know you are an icon of God, to be an icon of God, but it helps. The life 
of an icon is a witness. Somehow, you find ways to graciously get in people’s faces, so that 
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through the things you do and the things you say, through your eyes, people can come to 
come face to face with God and remember His promises for them. 

God has put a righteousness in you that shines when you do what Scottish Rite Masons do 
best. When you use your combined wisdom, and resources, and strength, your combined 
power of brotherhood (Philadelphia) to serve the weak of this world . . . there is joy in 
heaven. 

There is joy in heaven when you arrive with wheelchairs and walkers to get people moving. 
There is joy in heaven when you build learning centres to get people reading. There is joy 
in heaven when you support research and build hospitals to help with God’s healing. You 
are icons of life. And these are the meeting places of heaven and earth. 

So let your life so shine before others, that they may see your face and glorify God our 
father in heaven.

We are pleased to have in Ontario, two Scottish Rite Dyslexia centres, which are truly 
making a difference in the lives they touch. 

Brethren, prostate cancer research is the Grand Master’s charity and working together with 
our Masonic Foundation of Ontario and President, Sam Kalinowsky, a member of this years 
class, I hope to increase awareness of this serious condition and stress its early detection 
by P.S.A. screening. 

Finally, brethren, as you will have heard, I am looking forward to September 30, 2007 when 
our Sovereign Grand Commander and Grand First Principal will be present along with 
myself and others to dedicate the Scottish Rite Cathedral in Hamilton to the memory of 
Past Sovereign Grand Commander and Past Grand Master of Ontario, III. Bro. Norman E. 
Byrne. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, my wife Mary and I have enjoyed...and would like to thank 
you for your gracious hospitality and kind courtesies extended to us by both you and your 
wife, Pat. You have been excellent hosts and I hope we can reciprocate at our next 
communication.

GM: Sovereign Grand Commander, it is my privilege to present to you III. Bro. Ronald A. 
Seale, Sovereign Grand Commander and an Honorary Member of our Supreme Council 
from the Southern Jurisdiction of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite. With him is III. 
Bro. Jack Rehberg, Grand Almoner, also an Honorary Member of our Supreme Council, 
Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in Montana, and the Grand Representative to our 
Supreme Council, also from the Southern Jurisdiction and III. Bro. David Kruger, Past 
Grand Secretary, Past Sovereign Grand Inspector-General in Virginia and Honorary 
Member of our Supreme Council. 

SGC: Dear Brothers. Commander Seale, Ronnie, it is wonderful to have you, always. 
You’re a dear friend and brother, congratulations to you. It’s good to have you here, Jack 
and David, welcome to you as always. These three are Honorary Members. They are 
really members of this Supreme Council, I just do this as a formality but it’s wonderful to 
have all three of you here as usual and I hope it continues for a long time. 

Commander Seale would you kind enough to address the brethren? 

Cmdr Ronald Seale: Thank you Sovereign Grand Commander, Active members of 
Supreme Council, Most Worshipful the Grand Master, Distinguished guests. 

Thank you for the invite and welcoming. Always enjoyable... 

Look at what we do as we come to these meetings every year. We ask ourselves why is 
this important?

So as we gather about the great light, as we hear the rituals, 
as we hear the teachings, as we gather in Vesper Service, as we enjoy the fellowship, one 
man with another and as we spend time just with ourselves, looking at that symbol of trust 
placed upon our finger by a brother. We are called upon to remember who we are and 
what this whole thing is about and in that endeavor the Southern Jurisdiction of the United 
States is pleased to join with you brother to brother in this great endeavor. 

Thank you for having us and we certainly wish you a most successful conclusion to your 
Session. Thank you very much. 

GM: Sovereign Grand Commander I present to you III. Bro. J. William McNaughton, 
Sovereign Grand Commander of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. III. Bro. Jim Deyo, 
Grand Lieutenant Commander of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction and III. Bro. Norman 
Christianson, Minister of State for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. 

SGC: Thank you sir and again I welcome friends. Bill, wonderful to have you again, here 
with me, as we started out this journey together last year and I hope to be seeing you for a 
long time. Brother Jim, it’s good to have you here and I’m looking forward to playing golf 
with you shortly. Norm it’s always good to have you again. We met two years ago and it’s 
good to have you back. I hope you have lots of fun tomorrow. I’ll put a good word in for 
you. 

Please Commander, would you be kind enough to speak to this illustrious group. 

Cmdr McNaughton: Sovereign Grand Commander, Grand Master, III. Peers, brethren, and 
especially to the new 33 Q members of this jurisdiction: 

I bring greetings from the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction. It’s certainly good to be with you 
during this Session, sharing some time together and some ideas and to reflect on as 
Commander Seale said on “who we are”.

My only request is that you at least wear this once a year; you can 
wear it in Canada when you come, but on July 1 st I would like you to wear this on your 
pajamas. You can tell Judy that’s what it’s all about. Congratulations on behalf of this 
gathering, your certificate. 

Cmdr McNaughton: Thank you. It is a privilege and an honour to receive this, thank you. 

SGC: Thank you. Thanks very much. You have finished your job as Sovereign Grand 
Commander now go. I do want to thank Commander McNaughton for saying, and I am 
going to say something about it later, but it was a wonderful time that Orlan Weber and 
Mathew Todd and our ladies had at the Joint Session in Washington, and I thank them both 
for the wonderful hospitality and I want to tell you this is quite a pair of comedians. They 
should go on a road show, and I hope that your first trip will be to Canada. We welcome 
you any time to come and join us. We pay great. 

GM: Sovereign Grand Commander, from the Royal Arch Masons, Most Excellent 
Companion, George H. Gifford, 32 Q , The Grand First Principal of the Grand Chapter of 
Royal Arch Masons for Ontario. 

SGC: Most Excellent Companion George, it is great to have you here and it adds so much 
to our time together when we meet face to face. It makes so much of a difference to have 
you here and I hope it’s been a great week for you. Please come and speak to us. 

George Gifford, GFP: Sovereign Grand Commander, III. Bro. C. Robert Townshend, Most 
Worshipful The Grand Master, Allan Petrisor, Companions and Illustrious Brethren: 

Over the last couple of days I have been approached more than a couple of times about 
how, maybe I should consider an application to join the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry. So I 
thought I better mention that I was a Scottish Rite Mason. 

There have been times when I have spoken with regards to Freemasonry in general and 
firmly believe that the York Rite of Freemasonry teaches us Masonry, as we received it in 
the first three degrees, is a continuation.

Brother F. Douglas Draker, 33 9 , Past Supreme Grand Master, representing 
Most Eminent Kt. Joseph R. Marshall G.C.T., Supreme Grand Master. 

SGC: Douglas, it is great to have you here with us today. You have become one of us. 
You are one of us. Douglas asked me what he should wear today. Should he get fully 
dressed or just partially dressed and I said, just put it all on. I said I’m going to go up and 
get my cape and miter. Okay, and we’d make a great show. Brother, would you come and 
speak to us please. 

Doug Draker, PSGM: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful The Grand Master, 
Distinguished Guests and, Illustrious Brethren all:

SGC: III. Sir, thank you for coming and representing the Shriners in this area and indeed all 
the Shriners here. 

III. Sir Bill Cook: Good morning my brethren, Sovereign Grand Commander, Most 
Worshipful the Grand Master:

John R. Dollimount, GS: Sovereign Grand Commander, Most Worshipful the Grand

ALLOCUTION 


Peers and Brethren, 

As Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council, 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted 
Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of Canada, I warmly welcome each one of you to the 133 rd 
Session of our Supreme Council. 

The Statutes and Regulations of our Supreme Council require that I report to you in writing 
on all the rulings made, permissions and dispensations granted, along with other important 
official Acts which have occurred since our last Session. I am pleased to comply with these 
requirements here in my yearly Allocution. 

This is the thirteenth time that our Supreme Council has met in Ottawa, Ontario, our 
national capital, the last time being in September 1989 and prior to that at our Supreme 
Council’s 100 th Anniversary in 1974. 

Today I welcome with fraternal honour, our distinguished guests to this our beautiful and 
historical Nation’s Capital. 

In a short history of Ottawa, Daniel Drolet, the author, describes Ottawa’s beginning and 
growth into becoming our Nation’s Capital. 
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From a rough and ready lumber town, Canada’s capital has grown into a dynamic, modern 
city, the heart of one the great urban regions of the country. 

Ottawa’s story, from the day it was incorporated on January 1, 1855, in many ways 
parallels that of the country as a whole. It is a story of brains and brawn, of enterprise and 
luck, and of hardship and courage. 

It all started with Bytown, a small settlement named for Colonel John By, the engineer who 
oversaw the construction of the Rideau Canal between 1826 and 1832. The canal, much 
of which was dug by hand, is the nucleus around which the city grew. It remains one of 
Ottawa’s main attractions - in summer as a waterway for pleasure craft, and in the winter 
as the world’s longest outdoor skating rink. 

It is the mighty Ottawa River, however, that gave the city its first industry. Used for 
centuries as a highway into the heart of the continent, first by natives and then by 
voyageurs, in the 19 th century the Ottawa River found a new vocation in lumbering. 

Every summer for nearly a century, rafts of squared timber were floated down the Ottawa, 
rafts made of logs cut from the forests of the river’s watershed. And the spirited raftsmen 
inspired songs and legends that live in local lore to this day. 

The middle of the 19 th century saw great sawmills built at the Chaudiere and Rideau Falls. 
And the lumber barons led by J.R. Booth, the largest of them all - brought enterprise and 
wealth and employment to the city. 

These were needed, for in its early days, Ottawa was a rough place, awash each spring, 
with lumberjacks fresh from a winter in the bush and eager to spend their hard-earned pay. 
From the beginning, the center of the action was the area around the By Ward Market. 
After 150 years, the Market remains a focus for the city’s nightlife, though tamer than it was 
in the days of taverns and brothels. 

It is in the Market, too, that Ottawa’s founding linguistic communities have traditionally met 
and done business. For Ottawa has always been a place where Francophones and 
Anglophones have lived and worked side by side. 

Today, the city’s Anglophones and Francophones have been joined by peoples from all 
over the world making Ottawa a truly multicultural and multi-ethnic city. 

On December 31, 1857, the day before the city’s third birthday, Queen Victoria guaranteed 
Ottawa a place in history when she chose it to be the capital of Canada. 

In 1877, in Ottawa, the telephone was first demonstrated to the Canadian public, 50 years 
later, Canada’s first coast-to-coast radio broadcast originated here. The broadcast was 
picked up by listeners as far away as Australia, Europe and South America. 

Today, the centres for innovation are the city’s thriving high-tech sector, centres in Nepean 
and Kanata, its growing Life Sciences sector, and its universities and colleges. Together, 
they form the motor of Ottawa’s knowledge economy. 
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Ottawa also boasts a growing arts and entertainment scene and legacy. Celebs born and 
raised or ‘launched’ in Ottawa include: Paul Anka, Rich Little, Lome Greene, Margaret 
Atwood, Tom Green, Matthew Perry and Alanis Morrisette. 

The city looks toward the future with a confident eye. Bilingual and multicultural, 
technologically savvy and open to a globalized world, Ottawa is eager to meet new 
challenges and explore new and exciting paths. 

The Valley of Ottawa 

The following is a brief history of the Valley of Ottawa. It includes information on the 
establishment of Scottish Rite Masonry in Canada that also took place in Ottawa. 

In 1853, Bro. McLeod Moore an Irishman and avid mason came to Canada. After taking 
his Scottish Rite degrees in Cerneau Chapter of New York, at a meeting in Ottawa in 1867 
made known his dream of establishing Scottish Rite Masonry in Canada. 

At the time Scottish Rite matters in Canada were under the jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Council of England and Wales. 

With the help of the Sovereign Grand Commanders of the Northern and Southern 
Jurisdictions of the United States, III. Bro. Moore convinced the English Supreme Council to 
establish Scottish Rite in Canada. The May 14, 1868 minutes of that Supreme Council 
show that III. Bro. Moore had been given authority to establish a Consistory of 32° in 
Canada. 

Scottish Rite Masonry flourished and the Leaders in Canada with the cooperation of those 
in the USA acquired the consent of England to establish a Supreme Council in Canada. 

At a meeting in the Masonic Lodge room in Ottawa on October 16, 1874, III. Bro. Albert 
Pike declared the Supreme Council of the Dominion of Canada duly constituted. 

Although it was hoped that Ottawa being the Nation’s Capital would be the permanent 
Orient, at the next meeting of Supreme Council in 1875 it was decided to transfer it to 
Hamilton. 

In 1888, Masons in Ottawa, under the leadership of III. Bro. E. B. Butterworth expressed an 
interest in establishing Scottish Rite bodies in Ottawa and in 1889 were authorized to form 
the Ottawa Lodge of Perfection. 

Less than 3 months after the issuance of the Lodge warrant, they petitioned and were 
granted permission to form the Murray Chapter of Rose Croix named after the esteemed 
Secretary-General of Supreme Council. 

In 1974, Supreme Council marked its Centennial Session by coming back to the place of its 
origin, Ottawa. In addition, a Special Committee appointed by Supreme Council looked into 
the idea of forming a Consistory in Ottawa. 
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In 1975, after a survey determined that 78 brethren wished to be charter members, 6 others 
were willing to affiliate and 58 others would form the first class of candidates to advance to 
the 32°, authority was granted to establish Ottawa Consistory. 

Ottawa Consistory was the first Scottish Rite body to meet in the newly constructed 
Scottish Rite Apartments in the new Masonic Centre on Walkley Road on September 20, 
1976. 

The last time Supreme Council held their Sessions in Ottawa was 1989 and the year also 
marked the Valley of Ottawa’s Centennial. 

The Valley of Ottawa offers Scottish Rite Masonry to the Craft Masons of the Ottawa 1, 
Ottawa 2, Eastern, St. Lawrence, and Frontenac Districts of the Grand Lodge of Canada in 
the Province of Ontario and the Ottawa District of the Grand Lodge of Quebec. It must be 
noted that with respect to the Lodge of Perfection and Chapter of Rose Croix, we share 
Eastern Ontario with the Valley of Kingston. However, Ottawa Consistory covers all of 
Eastern Ontario and Western Quebec. 

Personnel Changes 

As Sovereign Grand Commander, I received in writing the resignation of III. Bro. H. Edward 
Standish, 33°, as the Grand Secretary-General of Supreme Council effective March 15, 
2007. 

Also as Sovereign Grand Commander, I received in writing the resignation of III. Bro. 
George R. Robbins, 33°, as the Executive Secretary of Supreme Council, effective April 30, 
2007. 

To III. Bros. Standish and Robbins, I extend the heartfelt gratitude of the Members of 
Supreme Council and that of all the members of our Scottish Rite family here in Canada, 
for their faithful work and devotion to the wellbeing of the Scottish Rite. 

Ed and George, please accept our thanks and best wishes to you both as you continue 
your Masonic journeys. 

On May 1, 2007, I sent a letter to all Actives, Past Actives and Valley Secretaries stating 
that, “it is with pleasure that I announce the appointments of III. Bro. Donald N. Campbell, 
33°, Past Deputy for Ontario as Grand Secretary-General and III. Bro. Terry A. McLean, 33° 
as Chief Operating Officer (Executive Secretary) for the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite 
in the Hamilton Office. 

I extend to III. Bro. Donald Campbell and III. Bro. McLean my deepest, personal thank you 
for accepting these roles within our Scottish Rite.

Rae Hutt, 33°, 
Assistant to the Grand Secretary-General, III. Bro. Donald N. Campbell who continues on 
for the Valley of Barrie. 

It is with great pleasure for me to accept and approve the appointments of Grand 
Representatives of this Supreme Council. 

The Supreme Council of India recommends that Most III. Bro. Angelo Gabriel Pereira 33 Q 
Grand Captain General to be your Representative near this Supreme Council. 

The Supreme Council of India would be pleased to accept III. Bro. Tom Lewis as our 
representative on your Supreme Council. 

The Supreme Council of Iran in-Exile has nominated III. Bro. Hossein Tadayon 33 Q , Grand 
Chancellor as the Grand Representative of the Supreme Council of Canada near the 
Supreme Council of Iran in-Exile. 

The Supreme Council of Panama has nominated III. Bro. Allan Husney as their Grand 
Representative of the Supreme Council of Canada near the Supreme Council of Panama.

On March 28, 2007 at London, Ontario, Masonry and in particular Scottish Rite Masonry, 
saw the passing of a well-known, dedicated and highly honoured Mason in the person of, 
III. Bro. George Carlton (Carl) Phair, Past Active Member and Past Deputy for Ontario of 
this Supreme Council. Carl was a faithful and dedicated member of the Craft in Ontario for 
over 60-years and he served with wisdom and kindness to our beloved Scottish Rite for 
over 56 years. He served as First Principal in 1967 as a member of Sombra Chapter of 
Royal Arch Masons. 

III. Bro. Phair was also a long standing Member of the Royal Order of Scotland. 

Carl was a tower of strength and support for Scottish Rite and in particular the Valley of 
Chatham and the other Valleys he served as Deputy. 

III. Bro. Phair married Lucille Munro of Florence, Ontario in 1945 and they had 3 children, 
daughters, Lana and Georgina and a son Michael. 

Carl had a strong belief in giving back to his country, his church, and to his community. In 
1942, he joined the RCAF, obtaining the rank of Flight Lieutenant. He was a life long 
member of the St. James Anglican Church, Wallaceburg, serving as its Warden for 5 years. 

Carl served as Chairman of the Wallaceburg School Board and was President of 
Wallaceburg Rotary Club. Rotary honoured him for his service by naming him a Paul 
Harris Fellow. 

Carl was an avid and skilled golfer. 

He founded Phair Insurance Agencies Limited, Wallaceburg, Ontario and later founded one 
of the first insurance Co-operative in Canada. 

III. Bro. George Carlton (Carl) Phair was a “Mentor of Men”. As his son-in-law, III. Bro. 
James C. Sutherland wrote, “Carl made life better for those privileged to know him, what 
more can we ask of a man during his life?” 

May God grant him eternal joy and peace.

Grand Secretary-General were asked to review and report to the Sovereign Grand

and asked the III. Bros, to continue their work and bring back recommendations for a 
renewed structure and plan for management. As explained earlier in this Allocution, 
personnel changes in Leadership and Management occurred and now our structure of 
management is on course for the strengthening of our work for this Supreme Council 
and Scottish Rite Members.

BEFORE I CAME TO THE LEARNING CENTRE 
By Adam Hatcher 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Mrs. Townshend, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I am here to say thank you to the Masons, The Scottish Rite and to the volunteers of the 
Learning Centre. I especially want to thank my tutor, Lynn Marshall. I would also like to 
talk to you a little about Dyslexia. 

Dyslexia is a learning disability that mostly affects reading and writing. You cannot catch it. 
You are born with it and you cannot cure it. 
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Studies show that people with Dyslexia, process information differently than non-dyslexics. 
It doesn’t make you stupid. Often a person with this condition is someone with average or 
above average intelligence, who has difficulty reading and writing. This is not a lack of 
effort, poor seeing, or poor hearing. 

Ten percent of the population has some form or degree of Dyslexia. It can affect your 
concentration and organization. Has your mother ever told you that you have a messy 
room? Mine sure has! 

People with this condition reverse letters. A person with Dyslexia may have trouble with 
hand writing, spelling, and sounding out words. A person with Dyslexia can learn by 
studying techniques and developing coping skills. The Scottish Rite Learning Centre uses 
the Orton-Gillingham program for helping. It is hard to describe what goes on in the 
tutoring sessions but I will try. 

There are some words that have no spelling rules. We call them Red words. You just have 
to memorize them. There is a method that is called arm tapping to help you remember... 

THERE 3 times 

Another thing we did, was write in the sand. You take sounds and write the vowels in the 
sand to help you remember. 

Many people with Dyslexia have developed coping skills and strengths in other areas. It 
does not limit career choices. Some famous people with Dyslexia are: 

Sir Richard Branson, he is the owner of Virgin Records and Virgin Atlantic Airlines. He is a 
billionaire! 

Tom Cruise, he is a famous actor, you may have seen him in Top Gun. 

It is also believed that Sir Winston Churchill and Albert Einstein may have been Dyslexic. 

Before I went to the Learning Centre, I had bad spelling and I was a slow reader. I couldn’t 
keep up with the class when they were copying things from the overhead and no one could 
read my writing. School was a scary place. 

I didn’t think the tutoring would help but I was wrong. 

At first, I didn’t like going but my mom and dad made me. I was afraid of it. But then I liked 
reading with Lynn. The books were interesting and sometimes funny. There must have 
been some pretty smart people at the Centre selecting books to get me interested. 

If you can believe it, I actually started enjoying going for tutoring. All the people are so 
nice, friendly, and caring. My parents commented on how friendly they could make a 
hallway feel. Dad still misses Fran’s oatmeal raisin cookies! 

Now, my writing is better and I can read at a Grade 8 level. 

I am no longer afraid of school. I have more confidence. I would not have made it to 
Grade 8 without the help of the Learning Centre. I felt privileged to have gone there. 
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The definition of a volunteer is someone who offers himself for service of his own free will. 
You can volunteer for an hour; you can volunteer for a day. 


How about 2 Vfe years? 

The Learning Centre volunteers gave me that much time. All of the volunteers have given 
time and continue to put in many hours. The time spent on me will benefit me for the rest 
of my life. I don’t know what I want to be when I grow up, but the Learning Centre has 
made a difference in my opportunities. 

To all the volunteers at the Learning Centre, Masons, and the Scottish Rite, one hundred 
years from now it will not matter how much money you had in the bank, or the size of the 
house you lived in, or the type of car you drove. 

However, the world may be different because you were important in the life of a 

CHILD. 

I want you to know; you have touched the life of this child and made a difference. 

Thank you.

I believed it was during this time 
period that he was asked to create the Order of Canada, which is awarded to Canadians of 
distinction. Bro. Matheson is a man who will never forget his Masonic roots to which we 
can all be proud.

This 
year we received the added blessing of a fine and inspirational sermon at our Vesper 
Service delivered by The Reverend Dr. Todd Townshend, son of our Sovereign Grand 
Commander. We could not wish for more and we are indeed fortunate as this team of Bob 
and Pat move forward together with personality, skill, energy, class and love into the next 
years of Canadian Scottish Rite Masonry.

John V. Lawer, President of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation gave his Annual 
Report. 

John V. Lawer: Sometimes when you look on a year, you don’t see a pattern or theme. 
When I started looking at 2006 - 2007 I thought it might be seen as an uneventful year. 
But as items popped up, the numbers came in and I started hearing from different Valleys, 
it became clear that this is a Year of Firsts. Let me tell you about some of them. 

This year marks a milestone in the history of the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation as the 
market value of our investment portfolio passed $15 million for the first time. Since the 
Foundation’s creation in 1964, we have donated roughly $10 million to medical research 
and, more recently, helped fund the creation of Learning Centres for dyslexic children. 
These numbers are a wonderful testament to the generosity of our members. 

This year also marks a new high in terms of the donor participation rate of our members: 
8.3%. This is the highest percentage participation rate we have seen since we started 
keeping track. 

It also marks the first time that a graduate of one of our Learning Centres has spoken to the 
Sovereign Grand Commander’s dinner. Adam Hatcher is that graduate. He is 12, in Grade 
7 and a graduate of the Learning Centre in London. When Adam began his lessons he 
was in Grade 5 and reading at a Grade 3 level. When he graduated in October last year he 
was reading close to a Grade 8 level. He will be our youngest-ever guest speaker, and 
perhaps our shortest, and it was an honour to have him with us. 
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Also, in this lists of firsts, I must include the first graduate of the Windsor Learning Centre. 
The student is a 14-year old girl, who, when she came into the program in 2005, had 
reading comprehension at a Grade 2 level. She is now reading near a Grade 8 level and 
her comprehension skills are at a Grade 11 level. The young lady accepted her graduation 
certificate earlier this year during the Centre’s official dedication where she received a 
standing ovation from 180 Masons, wives, parents, tutors, and fellow students. It was a 
proud moment for all involved. 

There’s one more first I want to mention. Never before have we received a thank you letter 
from an award recipient who was working in an Inuit community when she got her award 
notice. Let me quote just a part of her letter: 

“I was extremely pleased to receive your correspondence of October 3, 2006 informing me 
that my application for funding from the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation was 
successful. I apologize for the delay in acknowledging receipt and sending my sincere 
thanks to the Awards Committee. Your correspondence found me in a small, isolated Inuit 
community on the north coast of Labrador where I spent 4 months implementing an 
attention-training program with young children with Fetal Alcohol Spectrum Disorders. I am 
very grateful for the support form the Foundation in conducting this work. 

While I am just now in the process of analyzing data and finalizing my results from this 
phase of my work, I am very optimistic that the program was of benefit to these children. 
Preliminary results are positive for a group of children who receive training in the first phase 
of this project in St. John’s. 

Please offer my heartfelt appreciation to the Awards Committee.”

Over the years we have granted many awards and supported a wide range of projects 
across the country and I am proud of all of them. But this award struck me as particularly 
noteworthy because it illustrates that Masonic generosity reaches into the furthest corners 
of Canada. 

For the past two years, and now, for the third, I have had the honour of presenting awards 
to Valleys in three categories for their remarkable support of the Foundation. 

The first award, for the Highest Participation Rate - which is the number of members who 
give to the Foundation as a percentage of total membership - goes to Medicine Hat, with a 
remarkable participation rate of 24.1%. Thank you and congratulations. 

The second award, which recognizes the highest average donation, goes to Windsor, for 
their extraordinary average donation of $144.22. I should make it clear this award is 
calculated by dividing the total donation by the total membership. This isn’t just the 
average donation of those who give. Windsor has been, for many years, one of the most 
generous donors to the Foundation. This year they raised - from individuals and the bingo 
games they sponsor - almost $74,000. Let’s hope bingo never goes out of fashion. 
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The third award goes to the Valley that sees the largest dollar increase in its donation to the 
Foundation. This year, with a wonderful increase of $20,724, the winner is the Valley of 
Toronto. 

Just in case you think Toronto’s showing is an anomaly, let me highlight the other Valleys in 
the top five: 

London, with an increase of $15, 776. 

Moncton, with $14,345. 

Fraser Valley, with $12,422. 

And Calgary, with $9,052. 

Congratulations to them all. 

I’ve said in past messages that I seem to talk a lot about money, so, staying true to 
tradition, there are two more money-related thank yous I want to mention. The first goes to 
Jack Barr of Vancouver Valley, head of the fund raising committee for the Learning Centre 
they hope to open next year. Jack and his team organized a black tie dinner and silent 
auction. Between the money raised at the dinner and donations that were contributed 
earlier, but announced at the dinner, the evening raised $40,000. A truly remarkable 
achievement... I also want to thank the many members who participated in this year’s 
walkathon. You collectively raised $18,534. Thank you and thanks to your sponsors. 

As always, there are many persons to thank for their dedication to the Foundation, but I 
especially want to express appreciation to the Treasurer A. Douglas Nichols, FCA, and to 
the Assistant Treasurer, Edward Standish, CA, and Flamilton staff George Robbins and 
Terry A. McLean, Sue Thompson and Annie Thompson. And here’s another first: for the 
first time we are going to have Foundation staff member Sue Thompson with us on the 
occasion of our Annual Meeting in Ottawa and she will grace the head office table at the 
Foundation Friday Luncheon. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander then introduced the four new Active members of 
Supreme Council.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


To The Supreme Council 33’ of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

The duties and responsibilities of the Board Of Trustees of this Supreme Council can be 
found in Article 35 of the Statutes and Regulations of the Supreme Council 33° of the 
Ancient And Accepted Scottish Rite Of Freemasonry Of Canada. 

Accordingly, we submit the following report in connection therewith. 

Your Board of Trustees reports that as at May 31, 2007, the net assets under its charge 
totaled $1,540,659 compared to $1,493,271 as at May 31, 2006, which represents an 
increase of $47,388. This increase is a result of the fact that Supreme Council experienced 
an overall net excess of revenue over expenses of $47,388. 

During the last fiscal year securities matured or were sold with the result that Supreme 
Council realized a net capital gain of $50,442. During the year, the proceeds from the 
disposal of investments aggregated $1,302,124 and in turn, we purchased on behalf of 
Supreme Council various securities aggregating $1,155,018. The full details of the 
securities sold and purchased during the year are disclosed in the Annual Audited Financial 
Statements. 

The Supreme Council investment portfolios aggregated $1,366,869 at cost as at May 31, 
2007 with a market value of $1,611,846 as compared to $1,463,532 at cost as at May 31, 
2006 with a market value of $1,639,306. Note, additional investment cash is included in the 
cash and cash equivalents, which represents residual cash in the broker’s accounts of the 
General investments and the Special Candidates’ Fund. The allocation of the investment 
portfolio between the General investments and the investments in the Special Candidates’ 
Fund is as follows: 

Investments, at cost - General $ 1,329,189 [ market value $1,559,977 ] 

Investments, at cost - Special Candidates’ Fund 37,680 [ market value $51,869 ] 

1,366,869 

Cash Equivalents - General 100,539 

- Special Candidates’ Fund 1,029 

Total $ 1,468,437 


Your Trustees and our investment advisor continue to work within the guidelines of the 
Supreme Council Investment Policy, whereby we manage the portfolio generally within a 
maximum 65% / 35 % split of fixed income to equity securities. 

We would also advise that all securities were held in accordance with the requirements of 
ART.35 [b] of the Statutes and Regulations and the income there from is paid to the 
Supreme Council on request except for investment income earned on the Special 
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Candidates’ Fund, which is internally restricted until such time as the fund balance and 
investment income there from become meaningful. 

We continue to be pleased with the services of R. B. C. Dominion Securities and the overall 
performance of the portfolios. We would like to express our thanks to Mr. Richard te 
Boekhurst of R. B. C. Dominion Securities for his assistance and interest. Accordingly, we 
would recommend the continuing engagement of this firm to administer the Supreme 
Council Investment portfolio.

1. Purpose of the organization 

The Supreme Council is a not for profit organization which serves as the central administrative body for Scottish 
Rite Freemasonry across Canada. 


2. Summary of significant accounting policies 
Cash and cash equivalents 

Cash and cash equivalents include cash on hand and balances with banks. 

Investments 

Investments in bonds are recorded at cost and generally are held to maturity. Discounts and premiums on 
acquisition are not amortized, but are maintained at cost with final gain or loss recorded on disposition. The 
investments are written down to market value when any decline in value is considered to be other than 
temporary. 

Fixed assets 

Equipment purchases which are significant are recorded at cost and amortization is provided on a straight-line 
basis over the assets' estimated useful lives. 

Revenue recognition 

The organization follows the restricted method of accounting for contributions. Restricted and unrestricted 
contributions are recognized as revenue in the year received or receivable. 

Dues income is recognized on the accrual basis of accounting. 

Fundraising revenue from events is recognized in the year of the event. 

Financial instruments 

For cash and cash equivalents, receivables, and payables and accruals, the carrying amounts of these financial 
instruments approximates their fair value due to their short term maturity or capacity of prompt liquidation. For 
the investments in bonds and equities, fair values are disclosed on the statement of financial position. 

The financial risk is the risk to the organization’s earnings that arises from fluctuations in interest rates and the 
degree of volatility of these rates. The organization does not use derivative instruments to reduce its exposure to 
interest risk.

The preparation of financial statements in accordance with Canadian generally accepted accounting principles 
requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the reported amounts of assets and 
liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the 
reported amounts of revenues and expenditures during the reporting period. Where estimation uncertainty 
exists, the financial statements have been prepared within reasonable limits of materiality. Actual results could 
differ from those estimates.

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REPORT OF THE DEPUTY FOR

I am pleased to submit my first report as Deputy on the activities and condition of the 
eleven Scottish Rite Valleys in British Columbia.

DEPUTY FOR ONTARIO 

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to submit my report as Deputy on the condition and activities of the four 
valleys in Ontario under my jurisdiction for the 2006 - 2007 year in accordance with ART. 
26. (d) of the Statutes. 

Guelph Valley (Established 1900) 

Royal City Lodge of Perfection (641) 

Guelph Chapter of Rose Croix (598) 
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The Valley of Guelph has now adapted quite well to their new meeting format of spreading 
the conferral of degrees over the entire year rather than in two full reunions. Members and 
candidates come from a large territory from Tobermory to Goderich to Georgetown, which 
is largely in the snow belt, which can make travel more arduous and unpredictable. During 
the year they portrayed the 4°, 5°, 7°, 8°, 13°, 14°, 15°, 16, 17° and 18° and communicated 
the remaining degrees. The quality of the work was very good. I paid my official visit to the 
Valley, on April 24, 2007, when the 18° was portrayed. The Maundy Thursday and Easter 
Ceremonies were again celebrated in both Guelph and Hanover with a good turnout of 
members present at both locations. The Easter Ceremony on Sunday in Guelph was an 
“open” event for the first time. A joint Installation and Investiture of Officers for both the 
Lodge and Chapter was held on May 22 when I was pleased to be present. 

It was heartening to note that during the year they gained 10 new members in the Lodge 
and 11 in the Chapter by initiation and restored 2 members to membership. The Valley is 
actively promoting Scottish Rite throughout the Valley with good results. The new improved 
Valley notice and Newsletter are more effectively keeping the brethren informed of activities 
within the Valley and this is affecting attendance. 

Renovations to their premises, which were started some years ago, are now better than 
90% complete. The work has been well done and the project greatly enhances their image 
in the community. A Cornerstone Laying Ceremony, which was attended by representatives 
of the city, province and federal levels, was held on March 24 with the Grand Master and 
his officers performing the work. All bodies using the facilities were involved in the event, 
which was most successful. 

The Valley held a walkathon again this year in support of the Learning Centre Program in 
conjunction with similar events sponsored by the Valley of London. Each year they also 
hold a summer barbeque, which is well attended, and a time for family and friends to 
mingle. 

It was my pleasure to be with the brethren of the valley on many occasions during the year 
and to offer my support as needed. My heartfelt gratitude is extended particularly to III. 
Bros. Alexander W. Watson, 33°, Active Member for Guelph; N. Richard Richards, 33°, 
Past Active Member; Kenneth R. Rutherford, 33°, Grand Secretary; David J. Arnold, 32°, 
Grand Registrar; Gene Mumford, 33°, who was a very capable Chairman of the Valley 
Administrative Council and has now moved to Nova Scotia; and Mrs. Marlene Shaw of the 
Guelph Valley office and the many Honorary Inspectors-General, officers and members of 
the Valley for their assistance to me and for their dedication to Scottish Rite Freemasonry 
in the Valley. 

Kingston Valley (Established 1881) 

Kingston Lodge of Perfection (259) 

Rose of Sharon Chapter of Rose Croix (217) 

During the year the Valley portrayed the 4°, 5°, 7°, 12°, 13°, 14°, 15°, 17° and 18° and 
communicated the remaining degrees. The quality of the work was very good. The 
Maundy Thursday and Easter Ceremonies were celebrated with a good turnout of 
members present. 
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On January 25 they held a celebration of their relocation to the Kingston Masonic Temple 
followed by the Installation of Officers. There was a good assembly of Masons and their 
friends, which was pleasing to see. The Valley has worked hard, under the direction of III. 
Bro. Donald R. Thornton, in making the necessary adjustment to their staging to suit the 
new premises. I was pleased to be present to make the proclamation and lead the 
brethren and guests in congratulating the newly installed Thrice Puissant Grand Master and 
Most Wise Sovereign and their officers. The ceremonies were well done by the members 
of the Valley and our guests were impressed with what they witnessed. 

My Official Visit to the Valley was paid to the Lodge of Perfection, on May 17, 2007, when 
the 14°, was portrayed. I was pleased at that time to be able to deliver the Lecture of the 
degree. In the afternoon III. Bros. Donald R. Thornton, John Davidson and I paid a visit to 
III. Bro. Douglas John Neill to present him with his 50-year pin and certificate. At the 
meeting we had the pleasure to present III. Bro. Maynard Slack with his pin and certificate 
with his son taking part. In my address to the brethren I stressed the need to take personal 
responsibility for the welfare of Scottish Rite in general and to their Valley in particular by 
taking an active part in its activities. I also brought them up-to-date on the success that the 
Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation is having with the Learning Centres in London, 
Windsor and Halifax and future prospects for additional centres to be established.

In addition, the 
officers of both the Lodge and Chapter hosted the Sovereign Grand Commander at an 
informal supper. Unfortunately, due to an accident my wife Shirley had, I was unable to 
attend but was pleased with reports I received on the quality of the meeting. 

To assist with the management of the Valley, the By-Laws were amended to provide for the 
officers to have a two-year term. Hopefully this change will add some additional stability to 
the officer corps. 

The Valley continues to have a Scottish Rite Degree team, which confers craft lodge 
degrees on the invitation of a craft lodge. Now that they are more settled in their new 
home, they will undoubtedly turn more of their attention to attracting new candidates to the 
Rite and we wish them every success and pledge our full support of their efforts. 

The Valley continues to be in reasonable financial shape given the declining membership. 
While the membership is down, they are dedicated to preserving the quality of the work. 

The sale of the building is now complete and the move to rented quarters will preserve their 
capital and reduce the need to increase dues.

Niagara Valley (Established 1923)

Elgin Lodge of Perfection confers the degrees over the course of a year so the candidates 
become used to attending on a monthly basis. They held their reunion on March 29, 2007 
when I paid my Official Visit to the valley. Prior to the meeting, a banquet was held at the 
Niagara Shrine Club where I addressed the candidates and brethren and encouraged them 
to put into practice the concepts portrayed in the degrees. At that time I spoke about the 
need to internalize the concepts portrayed in the degrees and to make them a part of their 
daily lives because that is how we all become better men in a better world. I spoke about 
the need to be supportive of the officers in their efforts to foster renewal and encouraged 
them to support the many social events that the valley has. I also spoke about the Scottish 
Rite Charitable Foundation Learning Centres for Dyslexic Children and encouraged the 
brethren to support this initiative with their contributions. 

Elgin Lodge of Perfection and Niagara Chapter Rose Croix held their Installation of Officers 
on April 19 and I was pleased to be present and to make the proclamation.

Both the Lodge and Chapter confer each of the degrees in full over the course of the year 
so each candidate receives all of the degree lessons in order. This system has the added 
benefit of instilling the habit of attendance on a regular basis in the candidates and 
encourages a bonding in the class as they attend for each degree. The result is the 
involvement of more of the new members in the work of the Valley and a deeper sense of 
belonging. 

On May 30 the Valley held a Master Masons’ Night at the St. Catharines Masonic Temple, 
which I was unfortunately unable to attend due to my wife’s accident on May 28. All reports 
that have reached my ear are positive and we look forward to the receipt of many new 
applications. Incidentally, it was particularly pleasing to note that the lodge was able to 
maintain its number of members during the year, which is the first time in a number of 
years. We extend our congratulations to the officers and members for this achievement, 
which is the result of much hard work by a dedicated team. 

In addition to the usual meetings, the Valley held a family barbecue during the summer, 
which was well attended, and a repeat of this event is scheduled for August 5, 2007. In 
addition a Ladies’ Night was held when the brethren expressed their appreciation to the 
ladies for their support. 

The Third Annual Think Tank for Guelph, Kingston, Niagara and Peterborough Valleys will 
be hosted October 20 by Niagara at the St. Catharines Masonic Hall. They have an active 
committee planning for this event and we know from the results obtained from the previous 
events that the brethren will leave with renewed energy and direction for their respective 
valleys. These events have proven to be a good means of drawing the four valleys more 
closely together and producing new ways of looking at each Valley’s opportunities and 
concerns. Each person who attends receives a copy of the minutes and goals are set for 
each Valley for those things which they will try during the following year.

On November 30, 2006, the Peterborough bodies held their annual Installation 
Ceremonies. The officers are eager to maintain the high standards set by their 
predecessors and with the guidance and support of the members I feel confident the valley 
will continue to progress. 

I made my Official Visit to Peterborough Lodge of Perfection on March 10, 2007 when I 
enjoyed the quality of the work presented. At the noon luncheon I addressed the brethren 
and encouraged them to internalize the lessons learned in the degrees. To make them a 
part of their daily lives because that is how Masonry makes good men better. To really get 
value for the money they spent to join they need to take an active part in the Valley. I also 
discussed the progress the Learning Centres program of the Foundation is making and 
encouraged them to take an active part in supporting and promoting this endeavour.

On the social side, the Valley held their first Annual Charity Golf 
Tournament on August 25, 2006 and they also held a Walkathon in May with the proceeds 
going to the Learning Centre project of the Foundation. 

The formation of Scottish Rite Clubs within a valley are a means of forming closer 
relationships among the brethren as they share in charitable and social projects. 
Peterborough Valley has two such clubs. The Scottish Rite Club of Victoria District held its 
first meeting on October 17, 1944 and has been in continuous operation since that time. It 
meets in the Royal Canadian Legion Hall in Kinmount and its core purpose is its charitable 
activities. The Oshawa Scottish Rite Club meets in the Oshawa and District Shrine Club 
and has been in operation since 1925. It meets four times per year on the 4 th Wednesday 
of April, June, October and November. April and November are for members only while 
June and October are Ladies’ Nights, June being the Annual Strawberry Festival. Both of 
these clubs give the brethren an opportunity to get together in a social setting to put into 
practice the lessons portrayed in the degrees. They are to be commended for their efforts. 

My heartfelt thanks is extended particularly to III. Bro. Brian W. Gilkinson, 33°, Active 
Member for Peterborough and Grand Marshal of Supreme Council, for his assistance and 
for acting in my stead when I was absent from the jurisdiction. In addition my thanks are 
offered to III. Bros. William Fairley, 33°, Past Active Member; Eric L. Shaw, 33°, Grand 
Secretary/Registrar; and the officers and members of the Valley. I look forward to 
considerable progress in the Valley.

REPORT OF THE

To the Supreme Council 33 Q of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Freemasonry of 
Canada 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I am pleased to present my report on the state of Scottish Rite Freemasonry in the Valleys, 
of Barrie, Flamilton, Ottawa, and Toronto for the period September 2006 to September 
2007. 

VALLEY OF BARRIE 

Barrie Lodge of Perfection (Membership -1633, meetings held - 7) 

Barrie Lodge of Perfection held Reunions during on September 29 and 30, 2006 and on 
Friday and Saturday, February 23 and 24, 2007 under the direction of III. Bro. W.W.W. (Bill) 
McCulloch, 32 Q , Thrice Puissant Grand Master. I attended the Spring Reunion and was 
invited to address the brethren at the noon luncheon. As is the custom in the Valley, 
degree teams, representing various communities throughout the jurisdiction, presented the 
degrees in a commendable manner. The Lodge recorded 21 new members. On behalf of 
the Scottish Rite Charitable Foundation, I presented a Graduate Student Award of $10,000 
to Doctoral student, Ms Karen Van de Kamp who expressed thanks and gave a brief outline 
of her research into a special education student's perceptions of school safety and social 
responsibility. 

Spry Chapter Rose Croix (Membership -1521, meetings held - 7) 

Spry Chapter under the leadership of III. Bro. Michael Wood, 32 9 , Most Wise Sovereign, 
held two Reunions, October 28, 2006, and Saturday, March 31, 2007 and conferred the 
15 9 , 16 9 , 17 9 and 18 9 on 16 new members. Degree teams, representing various 
communities throughout the jurisdiction, presented the degrees. 

For the convenience of the brethren, Maundy Thursday Ceremonies and the Relighting of 
the Lights on Easter Sunday were conducted at seven locations throughout the Valley - 
Barrie, Perry Sound, Parry Sound, Stayner, Bracebridge, Newmarket, and Orillia.

While the Valley records approximately 1700 members, only 85 to 90 attend the Reunions. 
An effort is being made to improve this situation. 

To counter a decline in membership the Valley was one again granted dispensation to hold 
a Master Mason’s Day on Saturday, April 21 from 10:00 am to 1:00 pm, including an 
informal light lunch. This unique timing and format has proven very successful. 

The annual barbeque and pig-roast held on August 18, is a fun day and serves to raise 
funds to keep the regalia and costumes up to date and clean. 

VALLEY OF HAMILTON 

Murton Lodge of Perfection (Membership - 1662, meetings held - 6) 

The Lodge honoured the Brantford Scottish Rite Association, established in 1915, for their 
work in supplying hospital beds and wheelchairs to those in need in the Brant County area. 
The Brantford Cast presented the 10 Q . The Simcoe Scottish Rite Association held its 
annual dinner on October 8, 2006, and presented the play “Rose Upon the Altar”. The 
Caledonia and District Cast presented the 11 Q on February 6, 2007. Ten new candidates 
received their 14 Q at meetings on November 6 and 7. Members of the class of 1981 were 
invited to receive their 25-year pin and 19 members to receive their 50-year recognition. At 
the Murton Lodge Spring Assembly, the class of eight new members was named in honour 
of III Bro. George M. Calder, 33 9 , recipient of the John Ross Matheson Award.

The Valley holds a number of social and fundraising events during the year involving the 
general public - Breakfast at the Rite with Santa, the Annual Christmas Pageant, Christmas 
Dinner for the Honorary Inspectors-General and their Ladies. Annual banquets in Simcoe 
and Brantford hosted by local Scottish Rite Associations prove to be a positive source for 
new candidates. 

In an effort to recognize the many members of the Valley of Kingston who are members of 
the Hamilton Consistory, III. Bro. George Benton, 33 Q , was assigned as liaison between that 
Valley and the Consistory. III. Bro. Jim Sutherland, 33 Q , Commander - in - Chief, 
accompanied III. Bro. Townshend, Sovereign Grand Commander, on his visit to Kingston 
Valley in June. 

The Officers, members of all three bodies are congratulated on the high standard 
demonstrated in conducting Lodge business and presenting degrees. III. Bro. Lloyd Oakes, 
33 9 , on the Casavant Organ continues to add his special touch to the ceremonies. The 
efforts of the brethren of the Hamilton Valley in maintaining and preserving the Hamilton 
Scottish Rite Cathedral/Masonic Centre is recognized and appreciated.

Rick T. Malloch, Commander - in - Chief, 
welcomed the new members at its Spring Assembly held on Friday, May 4 and Saturday, 
May 5. 

General Comments 

The brethren of the Valley under the Chairmanship of III. Bro. Peter Harbert and Vice- 
Chairman Sam Kalinowsky have experienced a very challenging year as they prepared to 
host the 133 rd Annual Session of Supreme Council from September 11 to the 15, 2007. 

The Lodge of Perfection was forced to cancel the Spring Reunion due to lack of 
applications, a regrettable situation considering that the greater Ottawa region has a 
population of approximately 830,000. It is expected that the Valley will review their 
management practices and take steps to remedy this membership situation. Concern was 
expressed regarding the small attendance of officers at the annual election of officers for all 
three bodies, which were held during the business portion of a Lodge of Perfection meeting 
in accordance with their By-Laws. 
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The Lodge, Chapter and Consistory, along with the other Masonic Bodies who share the 
facility are facing a severe financial challenge to maintain the Walkley Road Masonic 
Centre. 

VALLEY OF TORONTO 

Grand Lodge of Perfection (Membership - 2044 meetings held -8 + 2) 

The Spring Reunion Toronto Grand Lodge of Perfection was held on May 5, 2007, with III. 
Bro. J. Kenneth Lowery 32 Q , serving as Thrice Puissant Grand Master. The Deputy was 
invited to give the noon luncheon address. A large class of 38 members was the result of 
the Valley holding Master Mason Nights. Concern was expressed over a perceived decline 
in the commitment of by some of those assigned to various offices and duties. While there 
was a need for last minute fill-ins, the degrees were presented in a fine manner. The 
Deputy was presented with cheque for $150 as a donation to Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation, which was passed on to the Treasurer of the Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation. 

Toronto Sovereign Chapter Rose Croix (Membership -1713 meetings held -9 + 2)

Canada. 

Sovereign Grand Commander, Peers and Brethren: 

I have the pleasure to submit hereafter my annual report on the Scottish Rite Valleys of the 
Province of Quebec for the year ended May 31,2007. 

During the year, the five bodies of the Valley of Montreal had a good year overall, with 
numerous candidates, and the quality of the ritual work was generally very good. I assisted 
to most of the degrees presented. However, I noted that the assistance for each degree 
could have been more numerous. 

This year, I made my official visit to the Valley of Quebec on April 11 accompanied by III. 
Bro. Marc-Andre Sicard, 32° and was very well received by the Quebec Chapter of Rose 
Croix where the Brethren, as usual, gave us a very warm welcome. I attended the relighting 
ceremony, which was performed in a bilingual way. At the same occasion, I met privately 
with the 33° members residing in the Valley. I explained my concerns with the fact that no 
candidate received degrees in either body during the last year. We had a candid but frank 
discussion on the issues of recruiting policy and the introduction of French in their work. 
They were reminded that the brethren of the Valley of Montreal were ready to assist. These 
issues I reiterated in open Chapter during the evening. We received assurances that the 
situation would change and that recruitment efforts would be undertaken accordingly. 

In addition to attending the Grand Lodge of Quebec Annual Communication in May, in my 
quality as Deputy for Quebec, I also was present, both times in the City of Granby, to the 
Annual Sessions of the Grand Chapter of Quebec of the Order of the Eastern Star, in 
October, and those of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Quebec, in May. These 
activities do a lot to link the members of the concordant bodies. It is worth mentioning that, 
due to the leadership of III. Bro. John Prosnick, 33°, in his quality as Grand Master of the 
Masons in Quebec, a new sign is now in evidence on the lawn in front of the Montreal 
Masonic Memorial Temple, showing, around the Square and Compasses, the emblems of 
the Grand Lodge of Quebec, the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, the Shrine, the Royal 
Arch Masons and the Order of the Eastern Star. All these bodies contributed. 

Two dispensations were issued by the undersigned during the last year, respectively to the 
Hochelaga Sovereign Chapter of Rose Croix and the Montreal Sovereign Consistory, so as 
to allow the installation of past officers instead of two officers elect that resigned before 
being installed. I am grateful to III. Bros. Lawrence Dobby and Robert McConnell, both 33°, 
who accepted to fill in at very short notice. This is a fine example that 33° masons are there 
to serve and that they do so. 

I had the pleasure to present four awards on behalf of our Scottish Rite Charitable 
Foundation over the last year. Unfortunately, these haD to be presented privately at my 
office, and one sent by mail, as the timing and agenda of the various bodies did not allow 
this to be done formally during our meetings. On Nov. 27 and the following day, I have 
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presented Major Research Grants respectively to Dr. Guy Doucet of the University of 
Montreal and Dr. Lionel Carmant of I’Hopital Ste-Justine, for the second time in his case. 
The latter informed me that Dr. Cossette, of I’Hopital Notre-Dame, a former recipient of our 
Major Grants, had just made a major breakthrough with his research team, and that he 
would soon publish his results in a prestigious journal of medicine. I passed on this 
information to Dr. Gareth Taylor, 33°. During last summer, I also presented two $1000 
awards to meritorious young college students, one being the grand daughter of a late 
Quebec mason, the other the step daughter of a Montreal 32° brother, to help out with their 
tuition fees. 

On June 7, I was saddened to receive the resignation of III. Bro. John A. Prosnick as Active 
Member of this Supreme Council for personal reasons. I immediately informed our 
Sovereign Grand Commander. We surely owe John gratitude for the work he did as Deputy 
for Quebec from 2000 to 2004, and these two last years as Active Member. A nomination 
for a replacement candidate was duly filed with the Grand Secretary-General shortly 
thereafter. 

The 33° members of both Valleys did not meet this year, nor did we have inter-visitations 
with Vermont. We will endeavour to renew these initiatives during the coming year.

The Valley of Chatham lost one of it’s most respected and dedicated 
members on March 28, 2007 with the passing of III..Bro..George 
Carlton (Carl) Phair, 33°, Past Active in London, Ontario after a brief 
illness. 

He was born September 22, 1917 on a farm near Dresden, Ontario. 
After completing his public and high school education in Dresden he 
traveled to British Columbia to work on the fishing boats.

He also later founded one of the 
first insurance co-operatives in Canada to provide insurance for long haul truckers. 

He married Lucille Munro of Florence, Ontario in 1945 and they had 3 children, daughters 
Lana & Georgia and son Michael. 

He had a strong belief in giving back to his community. He served as a Member of St. 
James Anglican Church Wallaceburg Board of Management for 25 years and as Warden 
for 5 years. For 13 years he served as a member of the Wallaceburg Public and High 
School Board. He was Chairman of the Public School Board for 2 years and Vice Chairman 
of the High School Board for 2 years. He joined the Wallaceburg Rotary Club in 1949 and 
served as president in 1956 and 1957. Rotary honoured him for his service by naming him 
a Paul Harris Fellow. Carl was an avid and skilled golfer. He recorded 4 holes in one. At 
Baldoon Golf Club he set the record by shooting 29 for nine holes and he continued to be 
able to shoot his age until he was 88. 

His Masonic career began when he was initiated into Florence Lodge No.390, Florence, 
ON on March 16, 1946. He served as Worshipful Master of Baldoon Lodge No.694 in 1963. 
Appointed Grand Director of Ceremonies for the Grand Lodge of Canada in the Province of 
Ontario 1969. Appointed as a member of the Board of General Purposes in 1971 and 
served for 6 years, member of Sombra Chapter of Royal Arch Masons No.153, First 
Principal in 1967. Joined Chatham Lodge of Perfection in 1951, member of Windsor 
Chapter of Rose Croix, Charter member of Kent Chapter of Rose Croix, member of Moore 
Sovereign Consistory Hamilton, Past Thrice Puissant Grand Master of Chatham Lodge of 
Perfection, member of Mocha Shrine, London. In 1971 he was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General in Calgary, Alberta, crowned Active Member 1978 in Moncton, New 
Brunswick, made Past Active in 1993 in Hamilton, Ontario.

Albert Earl (Bert) Bible was born in Edmonton on August 19, 1926. 
His parents immigrated to Canada from Ireland in the early 1900’s. 
His father, Jack Bible, was a mounted constable with Edmonton 
Police Service, an avid horseman, and racehorse owner/jockey. 

Bert attended Norwood and McCauley schools, and graduated with 
honours from McDougall Commercial High School in 1946. He was 
very skilled in penmanship, shorthand, typing and bookkeeping.

He did not serve in the military during WWII, as he received his 
training notice the day before the war ended. Although, his two 
brothers both served in the Navy, and his sister was a decorated Air 


After high school, Bert studied for two years via the Faculty of Extension of LaSalle 
University and majored in Accounting. He began work as a Revenue Assessor for Alberta 
Lands and Forests, He then worked for Revenue Canada as a Payroll Auditor and 
Assessor. He furthered his career as an Accounts and Credit Manager with Industrial 
Acceptance Corp., Coutts Machinery, John Deere, and eventually he became the Industrial 
and Commercial Accounts Manager at Laurentide Finance (which became the National 
Bank of Canada) from where he took an early retirement package in 1984. He worked for 7 
more years at Edmonton Telephones in the Commercial Credit department until retirement 
at the age of 65. 
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Bert was married in 1950 to his first wife Helen. His daughter Leigh was born in 1951, and 
his son Dale in 1955. He lived in Jasper Place and the Ottewell areas until being divorced 
in 1975. In 1976 he married Patricia Atkinson, who passed away suddenly in 1987 and he 
never remarried. He lived in the Capilano Towers apartments for over 30 years and was 
the longest residing tenant, until he was relocated to the Shepherd’s Care Ottewell complex 
in 2006. For many years he was a regular patron at Capilano Mall where he socialized with 
many people in the coffee shops and on the mall benches 

Through the 1950s and 60s, Bert was quite involved in umpiring baseball. He started out by 
umpiring women’s fastball and then umpiring men’s first division fastball at Clark Park. He 
umpired at the highest levels, including the Canadian Fastball Championship games. 

Bert’s first passion was his Masonic life. He was initiated into craft masonry in 1950, and 
became Worshipful Master of Edmonton Lodge No. 7 in 1968. He was particularly 
renowned for his oratory skills and his delivery of the General Charge. He is also noted for 
some significant changes to his lodge during his tenure as Worshipful Master, such as 
eliminating the need to wear “tails” to meetings, and also to allow “licensed pleasures” to be 
consumed at the festive boards after lodge meetings. As much as he strived for order and 
decorum, he had a good sense of humour and enjoyed having a little fun after meetings as 
well. In 1987 -1988, Bert also served as the Grand Director of Ceremonies for the Grand 
Lodge of Alberta. In 1962 he joined the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry and obtained his 
32°. He was Commander in Chief of the Consistory in 1976, and served as Director and/or 
Assistant Director for the 32° for 15 years. In 1998 Bert was coroneted an Honorary 
Inspector-General. 

Bert’s daughter Leigh was a Princess of Bethel No. 7 of Job’s Daughters and his son Dale 
was Master Councillor for Edmonton Chapter Order of DeMolay. Bert also served as a 
Chapter Dad and on the DeMolay Advisory Council for several years. 

His son Dale is a Past Master for Edmonton Lodge No. 7 (1994), and is a 32° in the 
Edmonton Valley, and is one of the Directors for the 5 Q . 

Bert joined the Al Azhar Shrine Temple in 1977 and was a founding member of the 
Edmonton Al Shamal Temple in 1986, and a member of the Patrol Unit. 

He was a member of the Order of the Eastern Star, Past Worthy Patron for both Amity and 
Patience Chapters in Edmonton. He served two terms in Patience Chapter in 1997-98. 

Bert was initiated into Royal Arch Masonry, Northstar Chapter No. 2 in 1994, and 
completed his Royal Arch Mason degree in 1995 at the age of 69.

On Tuesday, May 31 2005 the Valley of Barrie lost a dedicated 
Mason, a good friend, a family man and citizen. He had been in 
failing health for the past year, during which time he was not able to 
be active, but prior to his initial bout with cancer, he was an active 
participant in all phases of family life, serving his community and 
Freemasonry. 


Jim was born on March 5, 1930 in a small farming town of 
Leamington in Essex County, Ontario. He received his formal 
education in Leamington and following graduation would relocate with 
his family to the Village of Everett, Ontario. It was here that he met 
his wife Mary (nee Haza). They have 3 children, Peter, Paul and Mary Margaret (Parsons) 
and 6 grandchildren. 


Mourners, while attending the funeral, listened as Jim Wales’ many roles were listed - a 
true family man, church member, farmer, politician, firefighter, auxiliary OPP officer, and 
indefatigable community volunteer. His surviving wife, Mary and 3 children, were deeply 
gratified by how huge of an impact he made on the community, evidenced by the support 
they had received since his death. Jim Wales had a career as long and varied, as it was 
successful. 


Jim Wales served at both the local and County levels of government. He was a Councilor, 
a Reeve, a Mayor and Warden of Simcoe County in 1973. 
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He also served on the Board of Directors of the local hospital in Alliston, Board of 
Governors for Georgian College and the Nottawasaga Conservation Authority; all both as 
Director and Chairman. 

He began his Masonic career in February 1957, when he was initiated into Seven Star 
Lodge No. 285, Alliston, passed to the 2° degree in April and raised to the Sublime degree 
of a Master Mason in May of the same year. He would progress through the chairs and 
become Worshipful Master in 1967. 

Bro. Wales joined the Scottish Rite in 1958, receiving his 14° on April 23 in the Barrie 
Lodge of Perfection; received his 18° on November 19, 1958 in the Spry Chapter Rose 
Croix, and his 32° on May 6, 1960 in Moore Sovereign Consistory in Hamilton. Jim 
became a charter member of the Valley of Barrie Consistory 1978. He was coroneted an 
Honorary Inspector-General on September 14, 1979 in Niagara Falls. He served the Valley 
as a strong supporter and Director of several degrees. 

Jim was a member of Rameses Shrine Temple, Toronto, Sheba Shrine Club, Barrie, and 
was one of the founding members of the Voyageurs Unit of that club. 

Ambassador Noble Peter Hughson recognized the Noble Jim Wales ... “as a gentleman’s 
gentleman. He had great principles as a Mason, and was very dedicated to his family, 
community and to this Shrine Club in particular.... and we are all the better for it! Sheba is 
very fortunate to have both his sons Peter and Paul as members, to continue on their 
Father’s legacy”. 

Our Brother will be sadly missed in the community that he served, the church and all the 
members of Freemasonry whose lives he touched. 

“We cherish his memory in our Hearts - and may he rest in peace”
